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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


The Management of Men, by Edward L. Munson 
(Henry Holt and Co.: New York). Colonel Munson, 
Medical Corps, who is Chief of the Morale Branch, War 
Plans Division, General Staff, U.S.A., has prepared 
what he describes as “a handbook on the systematic de- 
velopment of morale and the control of human behavior.” 
In this he has received the literary assistance of Major 
Arthur H. Miller, U.S.A. Colonel Munson observes that 
the management of men and the development of morale 
are so inseparably associated that they are properly to 
be considered together, and adds that the object of his 
book is to show that they should likewise be considered 
as a science, whereby mental state and human behavior 
can be comprehensively and effectively controlled by the 
scientific application of the fundamental law governing 
human nature itself. The volume is a remarkable one, 
for in its twenty chapters are contained analysis, dis- 
cussion and conclusions of the author on morale, par- 
tic ularly as it concerns the Army, which are of especial 
value in view of his aaies as an authority. The sub- 
ject he discusses is scien ific, but the discussion is in a 
plain, practical form which is easily understood and is 
presented in a most interesting and attractive way. 
There are chapters on the general principle of morale 
control, general psychological principles, the basic in- 
stincts, psychological qualities, relations and methods, 
the human agents of morale control, civilian factors af- 
fecting morale, mechanics of military morale, function- 
ing of the morale organization, some elements of leader- 
ship, education, information and training, recreation, 
the recruit, recruiting, re-enlistment and discharge, some 
speciai problems of personnel, health in relation to men- 
tal state, some factors of physical environment, reward, 
punishment and delinquency, industrial morale. There 
are also an index and many charts and illustrations. The 
author expresses his thanks for assistance to Major Gen. 
William G. Haan, Majors Harold G. Bingham and i 
thur H. Miller and Lieut. A. D. Showalter, all U.S.A 

The Plattsburg Movement, by Ralph Barton Perry 
(E. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). Professor of phi- 
losophy in Harvard University and former secretary of 
the War Department Committee on Education and Spe- 
cial Training during the World War, the author has 
prepared in interesting form a history as well as a re- 
view of the Plattsburg idea and movement which formed 
so important a chapter of America’s participation in 
the war. He tells of the formation of the students’ 
camps in 1913, where the Plattsburg idea really origi- 
nated; of the later Plattsburg movement and of the 
establishment of the first citizens’ camp at Plattsburg, 
N.Y., following the sinking of the Lusitania. The or- 
ganization of the Military Training Camps Association 
is related and the aid given by Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A.; the military legislation in 1915-16 is de- 
scribed and the story told of the camp of 1916 and sub- 
sequent camps. Officer procurement during the war, 
the war record of the Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion and the future policy of the country as to military 
preparedness are discussed. The author acknowledges 
the assistance given him in the preparation of his work 
by Cols. Halstead Dorey, George Van Horn Moseiey 
and F. J. Morrow, U.S.A 

Courts-Martial Procedure (U.S. Infantry Association: 
Washington, D.C.). The object of this book, which is 
based on the Manual for Courts-Martial, 1921 (W.D. 
Document No. 1053), is to supplement that work, in 
that it shows briefly and in logical sequence, chiefly by 
excerpts from the Manual, the various steps to be taken 
in the preparation and investigation of charges and the 
trial of cases. The usefulness of such a work to officers 
who may be called upon to serve on courts-martial will 
be at once apparent. Its contents cover all phases of the 
various matters which govern the preparation and trial 
of cases brought before C.M.’s. There are forms for the 
preparation of various charges, which will be found of 
much use, and an index. The Articles of War are also 
given. 

The Red, White and Blue Manual (Red Course): A 
Textbook for the Citizens’ Military Training Camp, by 
Lieut. Col. P. S. Bond, Majors E. B. Garey and T. L. 
MeMurray, U.S.A., and Lieut. Col. O. O. Ellis (The 
Johns Hopkins Press: Baltimore, Md.). As its title 
indicates, this work is designed to meet the needs of 
students at Citizens’ Military Training Camps and cov- 
ering the red course. Other volumes of the series are for 
the use of students at white and blue camps, respectively. 
There is practically nothing which the student at a red 
camp should know which he may not inform himself 
about by studying this book. Coming from such mili- 
tary authorities as those who prepared it, the informa- 
tion contains, it seems needless to say, not only what 
may be well regarded as technically correct, and so thor- 
oughly dependable, but it tells all that a student will be 
expected to learn and will aid him greatly in the practi- 
eal application of this knowledge, it being based on Army 
rules and regulations. The student who is entirely igno- 
rant of what preparation he should make to attend a 
red camp is informed on this and subsequent matters 
which he will be required to learn. The value of this 
to a man who has had no previous military training 
whatever will be at once apparent. There are many 
illustrations which aid in a better understanding of 
some of the reading matter, clearly though this is all 
set forth. 

National Guard Handbook for Company Commanders, 
by John Adams Bechtel (John Adams Bechtel: Boston, 
Mass.). The author, who held the rank of major in 
the National Army, has compiled, in available form, 
properly indexed, regulations, forms, instructions, cir- 
culars and tables arranged for ready reference for Na- 
tional Guard companies, troops, batteries and detach- 
ments, the basis for which is contained in the National 
Guard Regulations published in June, 1920, and in the 
National Defense act. The contents include such gen- 
eral subjects as organization, enlisted men, noncommis- 
sioned officers, Federal property, records, reports and 
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returns; training and instruction, Federal pay and 
mobilization of the National Guard. Each of these is 
subdivided in such a manner as to cover completely and 
in detail information such as a company commander 
might wish to consult. There are numerous tables, 
forms, both blank and filled out, for purpose of illus- 
tration, and also descriptive cards and similar instruc- 
tion which will prove to be particularly useful for ref- 
erence, training and other purposes. It will lessen the 
burden of company commanders while also helpful to 
other officers of the lower grades. 

Telephotography, by Cyril F. Landin-Davis (E. P. 
Dutton and Co.: New York). 'The author, who was an 
expert aviator and who held the rank of flight-lieuten- 
ant in the Royal Naval Air Reserve during the World 
War, was also an expert photographer. He cempleted 
the present work shortly before he started on a voyage 
from South Africa to Malta, the British military and 
naval stronghold, but never reached his destination and 
is assumed to have been lost at sea from a small boat. 
The present work is a second edition of that written by 
Lieutenant Lanin-Davis, the editor being Lionel Barton 
Booth, who has brought the first edition more completely 
up to date. The work is chiefly technical and treats at 
length of the telephoto lens, but as Mr. Booth explains 
in an editorial note, it is to all intents and purposes in 
much the same form as that in which it left the hands 
of the original author. It will be found useful to ama- 
teur as well as professional photographers who are in- 
terested in this class of work. It is accompanied by a 
number of illustrations. 

At the Supreme War Council, by Capt. Peter E. 
Wright (G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). The au- 
thor’s publishers declare that this book will “shake 
America.’. Up to this time there has been no evidence 
of such a disturbance. Captain Wright, of whom noth- 
ing seems to be known beyond his own statement, con- 
tained in his book, that he is “late assistant secretary, 
Supreme War Council,” and whose connection with the 
British service is not clearly indicated, apparently has 
little regard for rank, for he assails the professional 
reputations of such officers as Field Marshal Haig, Gen- 
eral Robertson, General Petain and General Cardona, 
whose promotion, it may be assumed, came as a result 
of work well done. To Marshal Foch he very properly 
gives much credit and also has kind words to say about 
Major Gen. Sir Frederick B. Maurice, whose articles 
in British newspapers during the World War were 
widely read; also of General Joffre, General Gough and 
Gen. Sir Henry Wilson. Lord Kitchener, the author 
asserts, “was not a successful organizer, contrary to 
common opinion.” Of Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
U.S.A., who was a member of the Supreme War Council, 
the author says: “Bliss had the good-will, the industry 
and slow movement of an elephant. He would have 
been the pillar of this or any other council, for he 
brought to the Alliance, where the members of every 
Inter-Allied team all pulled different ways, what it 
needed most, rigid impartiality, even toward its own 
government. ‘Very well, let Bliss arbitrate,’ Foch used 
to exclaim when a discussion got too heated. .. 
There was something very fine about his character, as 
there was about all the American leaders, like Pershing 
and Sims (and their subordinates) who came to Ver- 
sailles.” There are appendices which describe the rela- 
tions between Generals Robertson and Maurice and 
Colonel Repington; the unity of command in 1917 and 
General Gough’s confidential report. 

A Primer of Air Navigation, by H. E. Wimperis, late 
major, R.A.F. (D. Van Nostrand Co.: New York). “The 
purpose of this little book,” the author writes, “is to 
show in simple language how the art of sea navigation 
ean with suitable modifications be applied to the air and 
how when sea-going methods fail others can be devised 
to take their place. Although the long experience and 
tradition of sea navigators forms the convenient basis 
on which air pilotage and navigation is founded, the 
latter have individuality enough to substantiate a claim 
for separate treatment.” This treatment he gives in 
four chapters on dead reckoning navigation, directional 
wireless telegraphy, astronomical observations, and the 
reduction of astronomical observations, all these being 
described in accordance with British flying practice and 
the use of British instruments. The illustrations and 
diagrams aid materially to an understanding of the text. 

Wireless Telegraphy, by B. Leggett (E. P. Dutton and 
Co.: New York). ‘To the Directly-Useful Technical 
Series there has been added this volume which is specifi- 
cally devoted to the quenched-spark system, the wireless 
system that is best known through being established by 
the Telefunken Company of Germany and bearing that 
name; which has been developed to such a large extent 
in other countries, the author says, “that the quenched- 
spark system, which is its outcome, can now be viewed 
as an international system.” A brief history of the de- 
velopment of this system is followed by chapters de- 
scribing various apparatus, chapters on wireless telegra- 
phy upon ships, on land stations, wireless telegraphy in 
warfare and in aeronautics, and one on the maintenance 
and operation of wireless apparatus. The book has many 
illustrations, diagrams and tables of statistics. 

The Aircraft Handbook, by Fred H. Colvin and Henry 
F. Colvin (McGraw-Hill Book Co., Inc.: New York). 
This is a second edition of the “Aircraft Mechanics’ 
Handbovk” which the authors brought out in 1918 and 
which was found to be very useful to thousands of me- 
chanics of various kinds engaged in inspecting, adjust- 
ing and repairing the large air fleet then being prepared 
in this country. The growth of aviation since that time 
has made it necessary to change the character of the 
present volume to some extent and to make it more com- 
prehensive in many ways. It will be of value to those 
engaged in the various branches of aircraft manufacture 
and operation. One section is devoted to the military 
equipment of airplanes. The work is illustrated by 
many photographs and diagrams.

With the Red Hand in France, by Monroe Mason and 
Arthur Furr (The Cornhill Co.: Boston). The 372d 
Infantry, A.E.F., was a colored organization, which was 
attached to the 157th Division of the French army, 
whose insignia was a red hand, and fought well on the 
front for more than six months, besides taking an active 
part in the Champagne offensive and all serving cred- 
itably in the Argonne. The white and colored commis- 
sioned personnel were not at all times in accord, and, 
as the authors say, “a barrier was established between 
the white and colored officers which seriously hampered 
the regiment.” A court was convened by order of Head- 
quarters, A.E.F., with power to give each of the colored 
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officers a trial and thus determine whether or not he 
was fit for military duty. Some of the staff officers 
of the 371st and 372d (colored) were chosen as mem- 
bers of the court. Many officers were founpd inefficient 
for military duty, either because of lack of mental ca- 
pacity or insufficient military training. It is added that 
when+it was rumored that the regiment might have 
white non-commissioned officers as well as commissioned 
“the dissatisfaction was so keen that it was feared a 
mutiny would set in.” It was finally decided to retain 
the colored non-coms. 

Suvorof, by W. Lyon Blease, with an introduction by 
Major Gen. Sir C. E. Callwell (E. P. Dutton and Co.: 
New York). Alexander Vassiyevitch Suvorof, who was 
born in Moscow, Russia, in 1730, is deseribed in Gen- 
eral Callwell’s introduction as being “next to Frederick 
the Great, Napoleon and Wellington unquestionably the 
greatest soldier of the last half of the eighteenth century 
and of the wars that followed the French Revolution. 
Suvorof was in some respects more successful than 
either of the two former. He practically never had a 
really untoward reverse on the battlefield to deplore.” 
General Suvorof’s military career during the first and 
second Polish and Turkish wars, his operations during 
the first and second stages of the Italian campaigns, and 
in the Swiss campaign, covering the periods from 1761 
to 1800, are described at length. . 





A Navat Woritp Wark CHART. 
A unique and most interesting document has been re- 
ceived in the form of a large wall chart of the naval 


war in the North Sea during the World War, which has 
been compiled by Albert Close and is sold by Edward 
Stanford, Ltd., London, England. More than five feet 
in length and four feet in Width, it shows, among other 


things, the principal mine fields laid in the North Sea 
area of operation, particular emphasis being given to 
the 50,000 mines laid by the U.S. Navy; the loeation of 
Zeppelins destroyed, the position of German subma- 
rines and other ships sunk by the British navy, their 
names, locations and dates of sinking, the sinking ef 
British naval craft by the Germans; the naval battles 
fought, including in particular detail that of Jutland, 
the Dogger Bank, and off Heligoland, and the operations 
in the Dover area. A eulogistic recital is given of the 
work done by the U.S. Navy during the war, with a re- 
production of Admiral Beatty’s farewell to Admiral 
Rodman, U.S.N., and that of (then) Admiral Sims, 
U.S.N., to the same officer, thanking him for the part 
performed by the 6th Battle Squadron “in bringing about 
the greatest naval victory in history.” Photographs of 
the two Americans are presented. A German chart of 
“England’s plight,”’ issued by the government for propa- 
ganda purposes and purporting to indicate by dots the 
large number of British ships sunk by German war ves- 
sels, is reproduced. There are pictures of four famous 
British admirals of “Elizabethan days, Hawkins, Drake, 
Frobisher and Howard, and officers of the British navy 
who fought in the World War, another of the German ad- 
miral, Meurer, and other German officers coming aboard 
H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth to arrange the surrender of the 
German fleet, and likenesses of still other German naval 
officers who took part in hostilities. The plottings on 
the chart were taken from the British Admiralty naval 
war chart in the imperial war museum. A key explains 
that the chart was originally drawn for reproduction on 
a lantern slide which accounts for the large numbers 
used to mark U-boats. Zeppelins shown in flames, as 
distinguished from those shown in black, were brought 
down by British airmen. The depths in fathoms are rep- 
resented by small figures all over the chart. The chart 
will interest naval officers everywhere but more par- 
ticularly those who served in the North Sea. 
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MORALE AND INDIVIDUAL LIBERTY. 

“The War Department policy to encourage leaves of 
absence and furloughs surely is a timely siep to restore 
lasting morale and content,” writes a major of Infantry. 


“There seems to have been too much thought given to. 


problems relating to equipment, education, training and 
how to popularize the Army on the outside, but too little 
consideration devoted to the metaphysics and the soul 
of the Army within. Of course, such conduct does not 
enhance morale, the most vital feature of all. Indi- 
viduals in positions of decision should appreciate the 
vast importance of regarding the finer sentiments in the 
hearts of men as to personal liberty and individual free- 
dom. These are principles valued more highly than the 
mere provision of equipment and amusements, which in 
their respective places are all right. The practice of 
issuing passes and first obtaining permission to leave 
camp should next be disposed of in a way that will add 
to the good of the Service. As it is, men fifty or more 
years of age are required to ask to leave camp even 
though their duties for the day are over. This is re- 
pugnant to men of any maturity who might be trusted to 
decide for themselves. The futility of the pass system 
is particularly plain in R.O.T.C. camps. ‘There is ‘too 
great a tendency to supervise the whole of human con- 
duct both without and within the Army. The sooner 
this is quashed the better. It-is enough to hold people 
to their contractual and public responsibilities. The 
attempt to do more stirs up disobedience and resentment 
and destroys morale. Every man must be allowed to 
feel that he is boss of some things, and may choose for 
himself regarding them. For many years selected offi- 
cers have been studying ballistics, tactics and logistics. 
But how about morale and discipline? It seems high 
time to give some serious and scientific thinking on these 
points. It is the unnecessary requirements that dis- 
turb and demoralize.”

Tue SaM Browne BE Lr. 

“Undoubtedly the great majority of the officers of the 
Army are glad to see the Sam Browne belt adopted,” 
writes a Cavalry officer. “If properly worn it is a great 
improvement to the uniform, but in too many cases it is 
not properly worn. I do no know how many officers I 
have seen who would never think of neglecting their daily 
shave nor the shining of their boots, but who apparently 
never give a thought to the appearance of the belt which 
is now probably the most conspicuous article of the uni- 
form. Spick and span in every other respect the whole 
appearance of the uniform is spoiled by the unpolished 
leather and the tarnished brass of the belt. Nor is the 
fact that the proper care of the belt requires a few min- 
utes attention every day any reason for not having it 
nor of having it with brass trimmings. Whatever the 
type finaliy adopted let us have it with the brass trim- 
mings, not with the black or so-called bronze hardware 
that after a little wear gives the appearance of having 
had the smallpox. If it is thought that the brass trim- 
mings give too much glitter in the field all that is neces- 
sary is to discontinue polishing it and in a few days the 
weather will produce as good a dull finish as desired.” 





WEARING OF MEDALS. 

What use are medals if you can’t wear them, is the 
plaint of a correspondent, who writes: “I have four 
medals and have never worn them, nor do I see any op- 
portunity to ever have the pleasure of wearing them 
unless I do so in my own home. I think there should 
be occasions prescribed when a soldier may wear the 
only award he has had for his service; it would be an 
incentive to appear smart and soldierly and would add 
a certain pride to the individual. The French and Brit- 
ish governments authorize the wearing of decorations 
when off duty. It certainly is not a patriotic feeling 
that induces a number of soldiers to have their Victory 
Medal take the place of a watch fob as I have seen a 
number in this camp. If that is the only place where 
it may be worn, it were better that the Government had 
refrained from going to the great expense of having them 
made and distributed. I am for the soldier wearing his 
decorations when off duty.” 





THE SANnrTary Corps OFFICERS. 
“Why not some one start an organization of ex-Sani- 
tary Corps officers,” writes one of them. “The Sanitary 


Corps officers are now divided into three classes; those 
who have returned to civil life, those who received com- 
missions in the Medical Administrative Corps, and those 
back in enlisted grade. The advantages to be gained in 
organizing would be for the ex, now civilian, higher rank 
in the Reserve Corps; for those holding commissions in 
the M.A.C. higher deserved chances for promotion to 
rank above captain; and for those in enlisted grade 
nothing but good-will, or retire them with at least one 
grade higher, as prospects for promotion at present are 
poor. The M.A.C. is the only branch of the Army where 
the highest rank obtainable is captain. After years of 
waiting the Dental and Veterinary Corps can advance to 
colonels, and the Nurse Corps to major. Captains of 
the M.A.C. are now holding places formerly held by 
colonels.”

Active Duty oF RETIRED OFFICERS. 

In regard to the recent direction by the Secretary of 
War that no more retired officers of the Army be called 
to active duty until further orders a retired officer 
writes: “The directions were probably given with regard 
to certain kinds of duty being excepted, for, Sec. 40b, 
act of June 4, 1920, expressly declares that ‘no officer on 
the active list shall be detailed for recruiting service or 
for duty at a school or college, not including schools of 
the Service, where officers on the retired list can be se- 
eured who are competent for such duty.’ In framing 
this section the Congress no doubt had in mind the many 
retired officers with slight physical disabilities who can 
and should render such service.” 





OspsEctTs TO CoMPULSORY CHURCH ATTENDANCE. 

“There is a little annoying local order here,” writes 
an Army captain, “which is, I fear, creeping in at 
other posts also. That is, compulsory church atten- 
dance. As far as I am concerned, it is not a matter of 
religion but of principle, for in common with most 
Americans I don’t object to going to church, but detest 
being ordered to go.

The New Editor and Publishers. 

Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, Illinois N.G., needs no 
introduction to the Services. By descent and by former 
service as a commissioned officer he is of the Regular 
Army. His service as colonel with the 42d Division in 
the World War was distinguished, and as a writer his 
able articles and editorials in the Chicago Tribune on 
military subjects have attracted wide attention both in 
the Service and out. General Reilly was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A. in 1904 and after nearly ten years service 
in the Cavalry resigned as first lieutenant on Jan. 8, 
1914, to take up newspaper work. He is the son of the 
late Capt. Henry J. Reilly, U.S.A., who was killed in 
action Aug. 15, 1900, on the walls of Pekin duting the 
Boxer campaign; “Reilly’s Battery” made a name for 
itself at Santiago de Cuba, and he was a veteran of 
Civil War service. General Reilly’s mother is the daugh- 
ter of Chief Engr. James E. Kimball, U.S.N., who was 
on the U.S.S. Hartford with Farragut at Mobile Bay, 
and was wounded in the engagement. 

General Reilly during his Army service was with the 
Japanese army for a time during the last part of the 
Russo-Japanese War. He served in the Philippines and 
was chief of military secret service there, gaining wide 
knowledge of conditions in the Orient. Later he visited 
Europe to study international political, military and 
naval situations, and also made a trip throughout Latin 
America. Just before resigning from the Army he wrote 
a series of articles on the Orient for the Chicago 
Tribune, over the pen name “Observer,” which excited 
considerable attention. After-a visit to Mexico he wrote 
the first stories that gave an adequate account of the 
overthrow and death of Madero. After his resignation 
the Tribune sent him to spend a year and a half in the 
Orient. On the outbreak of the war in Europe he was 
sent there immediately, via the Suez. - For six months 
he drove an ambulance at the British and French fronts 
in the First Section sent out which afterwards became 
the famous American Field Service. He then visited 
both the Western and Eastern fronts as a war corre- 
spondent. In Oétober, 1915, he returned to this country 
to take up the Chicago Tribune's campaign for national 
defense, which he carried on for a year in a series of 
articles and editorials that were widely discussed. Dur- 
ing this time he spent five months on the Border as cap- 
tain, National Guard, Field Artillery. He then returned 
to France as war correspondent. 

Upon our entry into the war General Reilly returned 
to this country and was made colonel of the 1st Illinois 
Field Artillery. The regiment became known as “Reilly’s 
Bucks” and served throughout all the engagements of the 
42d (“Rainbow”) Division, and also in the Army of 
Occupation in Germany. At the Argonne he was in 
command of the 83d Infantry Brigade of the division, 
General Reilly while colonel was four times recom- 


mended to be promoted to the grade of brigadier general 
as the result of conduct in action. He was decorated 
with the American D.S.M. and with the French Croix 
de Guerre with Palm and the Order of the Etoile Noir. 
Upon return to the United States, after being mustered 
out, he was commissioned colonel of the 7th Infantry, 
Illinois N.G,, and later was promoted brigadier general, 
I.N.G., and put in command of the Illinois Field Artil- 
lery Brigade. After muster out he resumed work for 
the Chicago Tribune, going abroad to prepare a series 
of articles on the lessons of the war for America. Dur- 
ing the Von Kapp outbreak in Germany and the two 
Polish-Bolsheviki campaigns he spent five months in 
Germany, Poland and Russia, his first-hand stories of 
the European situation being widely read. 

Major C. R. Baines is also well known to the Services. 
He was for several years advertising manager of the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL until commissioned for ser- 
vice on the Mexican Border and in the World War. 
Major Baines first served in the 2d Field Artillery, N. 
Y.N.G. When the National Guard was ordered into 
Iederal service in 1916, incident to the Mexican trou- 
ble, he was commissioned second lieutenant, 12th In- 
fantry, N.Y.N.G., and left with the regiment for the 
Mexican Border. When the United States entered the 
World War he was cominissioned captain, Field Artil- 
lery, U.S.A., and was ordered to duty at Newport News. 
He was later promoted major and assigned to the Re- 
mount Service and went overseas in command of the 
311th Remount Squadron. He was placed in command 
of the Base Remount Depot at Carbon Blanc. Major 
Baines served at Verdun in command of the replace- 
ment depot and was also on duty in command of the 
3d Army of Occupation Base Remount Depot at Treves, 
Germany, until July, 1919, when he returned home as 
casual and was discharged from the Service in August, 
1919. 
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COMMANDING OFFICERS AS ACCOUNTANTS. 
Requirements Relative to Requisitions. 

Certain publications emanating from the offices of 
chiefs of branches and services of the War Department 
relative to classes of expenditures and requisitions for 
funds to procure equipment, supplies, non-personal ser- 
vices and personal service, convey the impression that 
commanding officers, in addition to their usually fairly 
full day’s duty, will be compelled to apply themselves as 
expert accountants. Here are a few specifications, the 
quotations being from Circular 49, office of the Chief of 


Air Service: 

Requisitions are to be submitted quarterly, on the 
10th of June, September, December and March; pre- 
pared in triplicate on special forms; forwarded through 
channels. Commanding officers are required to state all 
requirements in detail under various “purpose num- 
bers’”—these numbers, for example, ranging in the Air 
Service from 2,001 to 2,397—accompanied by full data 
to prove necessity for the proposed expenditure. The 
separate requisitions will be submitted for supplies and 
services to be numbered in one series, starting each fiscal 
year with No. 1. But this is only one item. It is re- 
quired that careful study be made at each station as to 
the funds necessary to operate for a quarterly period, 
“and commanding officers will be held .to strict account 
in this connection.” It is stated that “these require- 
ments are made necessary on account of the limited ap- 
propriations and to reduce to a minimum the number of 
requisitions submitted during a given quarter.” The 
C.O. must keep ever before him this motto: “Special 
requisitions will only be submitted in case of an emer- 
gency and such emergency must be shown without a 
question of doubt, to obtain the necessary approval of 
the request.”” Underneath this invocation, he may place 
a list of “purpose numbers” comparable to a column of 
stock quotations, against which “no request for funds 
will be honored.” 

Accountancy, however, does not end there. It is di- 
rected that ‘on the last day of each month during the 
first three-quarters and on the 15th and last day of each 
month during the fourth quarter of the fiscal year, all 
activities to which authorities to procure have been 
issued will submit a report of vouchered obligations,” 
also of savings, if any, under each procurement au- 
thority. In the field one wonders what opportunity com- 
manding officers will have for so much accountancy. But 
the commanding officer is not without balm for any 
ruffled feelings. He is told that “in this broad field for 
distinguished management each responsible officer may 
be given full credit for what he accomplishes; records 
will be kept showing expenditures by each activity dur- 
ing the responsibility of each officer, for each purpose.” 
And as the Secretary of War orders that no deficiency 
be incurred, “this requires precise foresight on the part 
of the requisitioning officer,” under the reduced appro- 
priation available. Perhaps the Equipment Branch of 
the War Department General Staff will be moved to 
originate a decoration to be awarded responsible officers 
cited for distinguished management and superlative ac- 
tivity in accountancy. 
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Army Arr SERVICE TO BomMB OLD BaTTLEsHIP ALABAMA. 

Plans are almost completed for the turning over by 
the Navy Department to the War Department of the old 
battleship Alabama which will serve as a target of the 
Army Air Service in another bombing exercise. The 
exact date when the ship will be turned over has not 
been officially stated, but it is understood it will be 
about Sept. 1. Air Service officers state that in con- 
ducting the bombing exercises with the Alabama advan- 
tage will be taken of the things that were learned in the 
recent exercises so that more definite information can 
be obtained. It is said there were many phases of at- 
tack by aircraft which were not touched upon, and that 
in this exercise it is expected to clear up some of the 
questions not heretofore definitely settled, such, for in- 
stance, as the effect of toxic gases on the personnel 
of a vessel, which means that gas bombs will be used; 
and the effect of concussion on the personnel from the 
explosion of large bombs (it is expected to drop 4,000- 
pound bombs). Torpedoes will also be launched from 
aircraft and effort will be made in all the exercises to 
obtain concrete and definite data upon which to form 
a working basis for the future. The Navy Department 
has accepted an invitation to participate in the exercises 
with the Alabama, but they will be directly under the 
control of the War Department. After the battleship 
is turned over to the War Department preparation for 
the bombing will require several weeks’ time. Effort 
will be made to simulate battle con‘itions as much ag 
possible, both from the standpoint of the Army Air Ser. 
vice and of the Navy. In order that this may be done the 
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War Department has asked that the ship be turned over 
in seagoing shape, absolutely watertight, with bulkheads 
sound, steam in the boilers, and with the ventilating and 
communicating systems in working order. Request also 
has been made that her magazines be filled with full - 
loads of powder and that in all respects, except her use- 
ful offensive armament which is being salvaged, the ship 
be ready for action. A definite reply from the Navy as 
to the extent to which the Alabama would meet these 
conditions when turned over to the War Department had 
not been received, it was said at the Army Air Service 
offices. It is hardly expected that radio control equip- 
ment such as was employed on the ex-Iowa can be ob- 
tained. It is hoped, however, to have the ship in motion, 
probably under tow, when the Army airmen open their 
attack. All sizes of bombs will be used, including. the 
300-pound bombs similar to the kind tbat were first 
directed at the German battleship Ostfriesland, -increas- 
ing in size to the 4,000-pound bombs, which are 2,000 
pounds heavier than those used on the Ostfriesland, in 
addition to smoke and gas bombs which will embody 
several new projects of the Chemical Warfare Service. 
Penetrative qualities of the gases used will be measured 
by means of the ventilation system of the ship. The 
Alabama is a much older ship than was the Ostfriesland, 
but is protected by an armor belt varying from sixteen 
and one-half to nine inches in thickness, as against 
eleven and three-fourths to six and three-fourths on the 
German craft. The protective decks are of about the 
same thickness. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF MoraLe BRaNcu. 

It is fitting that in noting the discontinuance of the 
Morale Branch of the War Department General Staff, 
briefly reported in our issue of Aug. 6, page 1297, the 
Army should be told of the splendid accomplishments 
which are recorded for the nearly three years the branch 
has been in operation. Foremost stands the very great 
service the branch concentrated upon the work of gain- 
ing the pay increases authorized in the act of May 18, 
1920, and it can be stated that but for its comprehen- 
sive work in this connection it is doubtful if the act 
could have been passed. ‘T'he situation during the time 
the measure was before the Congress was ever changing, 
but the Morale Branch kept pace with the barometer of 
beliefs and sentiments and never was discouraged, but 
renewed its efforts when the question appeared to be 
hopeless, and it had the satisfactio. of realizing that its 
work developed effective generalship. In the belief of 
officers and men in the Army probably the next finest ac- 
complishment was the securing of special scholarship 
privileges for Army children and the standardization of 
the children’s schools in the Service, a work that has 
resulted in great benefit to the children of officers and 
enlisted men who are now being educated in nearly every 
progressive college and school in nearly all the states. 
‘The Morale Branch pointed the way in which to combat 
radical propaganda in the Army, minimized the prob- 
lem of desertion by simplification of instruction to young 
officers as to their attitude toward the enlisted personnel, 
analyzed 7,000 court-martial cases and arrived at prac- 
tical preventive measures, presented studies on the hous- 
ing conditions in Washington and other cities where offi- 
cers and men are on duty, worked for the betterment of 
housing conditions for unmarried officers, showed the 
right path for the improvement of Army clothing and to 
getting well-fitting uniforms, presented the facts as to 
allowances for retired officers and also as to family al- 
lowances for retired officers and enlisted men. Its work 
also included the matters of recreation on Army trans- 
ports, the reorganization of the post-exchange system, 
the supervision of Army printing facilities, the adjust- 
ment of War Risk and allotment cases, the promotion 
of a camp for War Department clerks, the encourage- 
ment of leaves and furloughs, very complete studies of 
the cost of living, the promotion of thrift and govern- 
ment insurance, to mention only a few headings as indi- 
cating the very wide character of the work of the branch. 
And all this work has been carried on with a fine spirit 
of service and of self-effacement so that few in the Army 
really knew to what particular source they were in- 
debted for benefits begot. The Morale Branch has un- 
questionably justified itself by its work and what it has 
done will live and be the basis of future Army effort 
along similar lines. To the officers who have served in 
the branch the gratitude of the Regular Army is ex- 
tended, for they have well earned the praise of the Ser- 
vice generally, and they have a right to be grateful them- 
selves that the opportunity was theirs to give the best 
that was in them in the making of Army life less exact- 
ing than it had been before the World War. 
EXAMINATION FOR ARMY APPOINTMENT. 

The preliminary examination of the second list of ap- 
plicants for appointment as second lieutenants in the 
Army under Sec. 24e of the Army Reorganization act 
will have been completed to-day (Aug. 13) throughout 
the nine corps areas and the final examination will be 
held on Aug. 22. As of July 31, only 126 applicants 
were reported by all corps area commanders as author- 
ized to take the final examination. Further reports are 
expected early next week, when it is hoped the number 
designated for the final test will be greatly increased. 
Letters notifying the 700 candidates who failed in the 
examination of April 25-30 have been sent out in the 
expectation that many of these men will try again. 
There are still 1,000 vacancies in the grade of first lieu- 
tenant, so that an appointment is tantamount to promo- 
tion to this grade for all who qualify as second lieuten- 
ants. Corps area commanders have been instructed to 
make every effort to secure as large a number of appli- 
cations as possible for the preliminary examination,

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VETERANS’ Bureau Reptaces Wark Risk Bureav. 

The War Risk Bureau ended its official career on Aug. 
9, being replaced by the Veterans’ Bureau under the 
terms of the Sweet bill, which also puts under the Vet- 
eraps’ Bureau the Federal Board ‘or Vocational Recrea- 
tion and certain branches of the Public Health Service. 
On the same day President Harding sent to the Senate 
the nomination of Charles R. Forbes, the director of 
the old bureau, to be the director of the new one, and 
this was confirmed by the Senate, so that the work of 
the bureau was begun on the same day. Under the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau the country will be divided into fourteen 
regional offices, provided for in the law, each of which 
has authority to act without waiting until the Washing- 
ton headquarters sanctions its course. The three differ- 
ent branches of the Govérnment which heretofore acted 
independently in hospitals and districts in caring for 
disabled veterans will now function under one head in 
each regional area, drake :

Rear Admiral Thomas Snowden, U.S.N., was on Aug. 
12, 1921, placed on the retired list, having reached the 
statutory age limit. His last active duty was in con- 
nection with the General Board. Born Aug. 12, 1857, 
at Peekskill, N.Y¥., he entered the U.S. Naval Academy 
as a midshipman in June, 1875, and following his gradu- 
ation was commissioned an ensign on March 3, 18838.

Subsequent sea service included duty in the Ranger of 
the Pacific Station, the Monterey, and the Dolphin to 
April, 1901. He was also on duty at the Naval Acad- 
emy, the Naval War College, the navy yard, Washing- 
ton, and in the Office of Naval Intelligence prier to the 
latter date. In April, 1902, he was ordered te duty in 
the Illinois, being at that time .a lieutenant < nder.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral. George F. Kutz, U.S.N., retired, one 
of the oldest officers in the Navy, who was born in 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., June 14, 1835, died at San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., Aug. 9, 1921. Rear Admiral Kutz entered 
the Service as a third assistant engineer June 26, 1856. 
He was aboard the Niagara during the Atlantic Cable 
Expedition, 1857-58, and was in the steamer Atlanta of 
the Brazil Squadron and took part in the Paraguay ex- 
pedition, 1859. _He was in the steamer Saginaw of the 
East Iadia Squadron, 1860-61. He was promoted chief 
engineer Nov. 10, 1861, and during the Civil War 
served in the steam sloop Pawnee of the South Atlantic 
Blockading Squadron and the steam sloop Monongahela 
of the West Guif Blockading uadron. Admiral Kutz 
was in the steam sloop Ticonderoga of the European 
Squadron, 1866-69, and after serving as inspector of 
machinery afloat at League Island, 1869-72, he was as- 
signed to duty in the Benicia, North. Pacific Station, and 
later- was on duty at the naval. rendezvous, San Fran- 
cisco, and was.in charge of stores at Mare Island. He 
served as fleet engineer, Pacific Station, 1881-83, at the 
navy yard, Mare Island, and was inspector of machinery 
of new cruisers, 1889-93. He was retired June 26, 1896, 
upon his own. application after forty years’ service with 
the rank of rear admiral after sixteen years” and eight 
months of sea -seryice, and twenty years and ten months 
of shore duty. ess reports of the death of Admiral 
Kutz stated that he was the second oldest —., rear 
admiral, which was_an error. -Rear Admiral Elijab 
Laws, who was born March 20, 1833, is residing at Mor- 
ristown, N.J., and Rear Admiral O. F. Stanton, who 
was born July 18, 1834, resides at New London, Conn. 
The oldest officer in the Navy is Capt. Charles A. 
Schetky, who was born March 28, 1827, and resides at 
Hood River, Ore. Another retired officer of advanced 
age is Capt. Joha K. Winn, who resides at Revere, Mass. 
He was born Aug. 1, 1833. 

A tribute to Brig. Gen. Eli D. Hoyle, U.S.A., whose 
death on July 28, 1921, at Washington, was noted in 
our issue of July 30, has been received by Mrs. Hoyle, 
widow of the ‘General, from Donald W. Fraser, former 
lieutenant, U.S.A., who as a private served under 
General Hoyle. -He says, in part: “To do justice to 
the varied qualities and charagteristics of a noble man, 
a loyal citizen, a devoted husband, a loving father and 
a distinguished soldier would be impossible in these few 
short lines. In every phase of life and its activities he 
was distinctive. He ed a mind of extreme breadth 
and a range of intelligence and intellectual vision far 
beyond ‘most other men. His military skill was of the 
highest order. His grasp of the evigencies of the mo- 
ment; and prompt response, was one of the chief ele- 
ments of his wonderful success. He was quick in. initia- 
tive, vigilant, prompt to act, always on time, his plans 
working with machine like accuracy; a good fighter, a 
master of Strategy. He never asked a man under his 
orders to do anything that he could not do himself. No 
matter how hard the task, his men looked up to him; 
the regiment looked up to him, honored him, respected 
him, loved him, and worshiped him. General Hoyle was 
one of the old school of soldiers of which there are few 
left in the Army to-day. He was considerate of the opin- 
ion of others and always opén to conviction. He was 
a devoted friend; the personification of honor; a model 
of the loftiest and best in American citizenship. Gen- 
eral Hoyle will be missed by each and everyone of the 
men who served under him, his memory will live for- 
ever in the hearts of those men who would lay down 
their lives for him. Were it the choice of any of his 
former command there is not one of those men who 
would not lay down his life in order that General Hoyle 
might live, yes willingly. General Hoyle, soldier, citi- 
zen, husband, father, friend.” 

Col. Henry R. Brinkerhoff, U.S.A., retired, died Aug.

Pending publication of the revision of Uniform Regulations 
and Uniform Specifications, the following is published for in- 
formation and guidance of all concerned:

John S&S. Drew, Pb.B., 2901 California St., San Francisco, 
REDUCTION IN COMMISSIONED STRENGTH OF Navy. 

By operation of law, all temporary commissions will 
be canceled on Dec. 31 and there will be a considerable 
reduction in’ the commissioned strength of the Navy, 
Acting Secretary Roosevelt announced on Aug. 11. In 
order to meet the effects of this prospective reduction, 
and also in the interest of economy and efficiency, it is 
recommended that complements of officer strength be 
fixed for all shore activities of whatever kind, and that 
the commandants, commanding officers and senior offi- 
cers at the various stations and sub-stations be directed 
to fully investigate the needs of all the establishments 
under their commands and report.to the Navy Depart- 
ment at the earliest practicable date. A suitable board 
of officers will be appointed in the department to consider 
these recommendations and fix complements for each 
place. It is believed, said Secretary Roosevelt, that the 
establishment of shore complements would materially 
reduce expenses without detracting from efficiency.

number available for the Fleet. The cancellation of tem- 
porary commissions will affect about 1,500 officers of 
the Navy. 

Boarp To CONSIDER NAVY PROMOTION METHOD. 

The board of officers, Admiral Robert E. Coontz, U.S. 
N., Chief of Naval Operations, president, which was ap- 
pointed on June 30 to study the present method of promo- 
tion by selection and to recommend any changes thought 
advisable, and also to make recommendations relative to 
the general subject of officer personnel, will meet on 
Sept. 6 to consider the suggestions forwarded to the 
board and data collated by Comdr. Lamar H. Leahy; 
recorder of the board. In the opinion of Navy officers 
who have deliberated on the subject of selection it is 
considered certain that the board will recommend a re- 
turn to the former method of promotion by seniority. 
The selection law, it is declared, has operated much the 
same as the seniority method with its “plucking board.” 
The only difference these officers have found is that the 
selection method has caused a change in the higher 
grades, which is the cause of more discontent than under 
the old system. With the age-in-grade retirement law 
in effect, it is held that promotion by seniority will in 
the end prove more equitable and better satisfy all con- 





cerned.

Navy Suppiy Corps EXAMINATION CANCELED. 

Announcement of an examination for commissions in 
the Supply Corps of the Navy, open to civilians, and to 
be held on Oct. 17, has been canceled by the Navy De- 
partment. There are forty vacancies in the Supply 
Corps which it was intended to fill by examinations jn 
yarious cities. The Navy Department has decided that 
under existing circumstances it will do no injury to allow 
these vacancies to exist for some time to come, in view 
of the necessity for economy which Secretary Denby in- 
tends to encourage im every and all directions, 
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-does any other. 


PESSIMISM OF OFFICERS UNWARRANTED. 
National Defense Affords Ample Opportunity for Service. 

Army officers of al) grades on duty in Washington are 
showing unmistakable signs of alarm over the reduction 
of the enlisted strength of the Regular Army, the plac- 
ing of units on inactive status and the attacks in Con- 
gress upon the commissioned personnel. The more pessi- 
mistie fear that the whole military structure is to be 
destroyed, that only wreck and ruin are impending. Dis- 
cussing the situation, a group of Regular officers in the 


grade of colonel emphasized the fact that for the first 
time, as stated by Secretary Weeks in G.O. No. 31, W. 
D., 1921, we have a stable military policy, “that the 
new law is based on the idea that in the future, as in 
the past, great wars are to be. fought in the main by 
armies composed of citizen soldiers. . . . We still 
have the conception of a small Regular Army in time of 
peace, reinforced upon the outbreak of war by such ad- 
ditional citizen forces as the particular emergency may 
require. ‘This is our traditional mode of military ex- 


pansion and this method is clearly contemplated in the 
act of Congress. The organization of the Reg- 
ular Army into a limited number of effective military 


units wil! not only release a greater proportion of offi- 
eers for duty with other portions of the Army of the 
United States, but will facilitate great economies in the 


maintenance of the peace establishment. As I interpret 
the intent of Congress in providing for the division of 
the country into corps areas, their primary object is to 
form a decentralized organization for the promotion and 
development of the National Guard, the Organized Re- 
serves and the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. It is 
my desire therefore that this function should be espe- 
cially emphasized in the War Department.” 

The oflicers pointed out that these statements by the 
Seeretary of War carry assurance to the commissioned 


personnel. The views of the group on the state of ap- 
prehension, now all too evident, may be summed up 
thus: “Pessimism is a natural sequence to recent events 
if looked at from one point of view; but it is. not war- 
ranted under the new military policy written into the 
law. Regular Army officers, schooled and drilled in 


the idea of the past, too often forget the new order of 
things, still clinging to the fond hope of a big Regular 
Army as the main military strength of our country. But 
this, as a matter of fact, has been rendered a single com- 
ponent of the great Army of the United States. Con- 
gress, after the World War, saw fit to reject the proposal 
of organizing and maintaining a Regular Establishment 
of 500,000 enlisted men, realizing that in case of a na- 
tional emergency even this number of men, though thor- 
oughly skilled in the art of war, would be inadequate 
against a foe that might make a thrust against us. Main- 


taining the traditional democratic heritage of our coun- 
try, it also rejected the idea of instituting a policy of 
compulsory universal military training, but put the prop- 


osition of military preparation directly up to the people, 
making it purely a volunteer service. The National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves were emphasized, 
and through these vehicles it is provided that a citizen 
may find opportunity adequately to prepare himself to be 
in readiness to serve efficiently in a military capacity 
should a national crisis come. 

“The purpose of Congress in providing only for a nom- 
inal Regular Army, realizing that the people as a whole 
were not willing to maintain an adequate Regular Army 
(which in fact would not be adequate without compul- 
sory military training), was to make it the chief respon- 
sibility of the Regular Army, the professional compo- 
nent of the Army, to train the other components, the 
National Guard and the Organized Reserves, besides 
the R.O.T.C. and the citizens attending the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. Its officers, giving their whole 
time to the military profession, are looked to for the 
leaders and teachers in this new policy of military 
preparation. 

“There is indeed no surplus of officer personnel. One 
proof of that fact is that recently nearly 175 officers, 
whom the Chief of Infantry desired and had originally 
planzed to assign to take the course of training at the 
Infantry School, cou!d not be spared from performing 
duty with troops and were withdrawn from the school 
list. Im many cases it has been necessary to assign one 
officer to two companies because of the shortage of offi- 
cers. Since the regiments are consolidated it is said this 
situation will be remedied to some extent as: rapidly as 
readjustment can be made, but owing to the insufficient 
number of first and second lieutenants many more cap- 
tains than would obtain under normal conditions wil! of 
necessity be assigned to small units. As the program 
of organizing the Reserves materializes the need for the 


_ services of commissioned personnel will be increased. 


A Reserve ‘organization needs a staff just as much as 
A high ranking officer of one of the 
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offices of the chiefs of branches says: “The trouble is to 
find the officers for.the places, not the places for the 
officers.’ There is a serious need for commissioned per- 
sonnel everywhere. The problem is to make the read- 
justments and find the officers. 

“A great deal of harm is done by officers who fail to 
understand the situation, who will not inform them- 
selves of the facts, but who center their interests wholly 
in the Regular Army; many of whom are going about 
“talking pessimistically of a ‘surplus’ of officers. The 
Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff are doing their 
utmost to erect the organization in accordance with the 
mandate in the law. Many officers, as was pointed out 
by Col. John McA. Palmer before the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs at the recent hearing on the arrangs- 
ment of the promotion list, have not grasped the mean- 


ing of the Army organization as defined in Sec. 3 of the 


* act of June 4, 1920, amending the National Defense act, 


and in consequence they do not realize their great oppor- 
tunity for service. In view of the outstanding facts, ap- 
prehension over the probable reduction of the commis- 
sioned personnel need not be entertained. While some 
of our Regular officers are nervous over reports and ru- 
mors of reduction, consolidation or curtailment, the War 
Department is proceeding in the work of adjusting its 
policies in order to carry out the broader scheme which 
Congress has directed. This is not the time to mope, 
nor to hesitate, but to get into harmony with the prog: 
ress of the new order.”

FRICTION OVER DIRIGIBLE PROGRAM. 
‘ Lack of Co-operation Between Tico Air Services. 

The fact that the Army is making preparations to 
erect a hangar 810 feet long for airships at Scott Field, 
Ill., capable of housing the largest type of lighter-than- 
air craft and is letting contracts for twenty-five moor- 
ing masts out of an appropriation for 1921, has awak- 
ened renewed interest in the lighter-than-air activities 
of the Army and Navy. The interest is heightened be- 
eause it has been generally understood that the agree- 
ment made in 1920 between the War and Navy Depart- 
ments was that until standard types of lighter-than-air 
craft had been developed in this country the work of de- 
velopment should rest with the Navy. It was felt that 
the Government must take the lead in the development 
of rigid airships. Acting upon this agreement and upon 
the policy relating to aircraft adopted by the Joint 
Army and Navy Board and approved by the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the Navy in January, 1920, 
the Navy Department went forward with the matter of 
the purchase of an airship in England and also the erec- 
tion of a double hangar at Lakehurst, N.J., and the con- 
struction at that place and in the naval aircraft fac- 
tory at Philadelphia of another rigid dirigible. However, 
Congress in the Army Appropriation act of June 5, 1920, 
provided “that not less than $5,200,000 shall be ex- 
pended for experimental and research work with air- 
planes or lighter-than-air craft and their equipment,” 
and it is under this authorization that the Army Air 
Service is proceeding with its lighter-than-air program. 
It is expected by the Army that eventually the Supreme 
Council and the [eparations Commission will act fa- 
vorably upon the turning over to the United States of a 
Zeppelin from Germany. The status of that matter ap- 
pears to be that when the question was put up to the 
Navy no direct demand was made for a Zeppelin, but the 
commission was informed that in the event that a Ger- 
man airship was to be allocated to the United States a 
rigid dirigible was preferred. Meanwhile the War De- 
partment also put in a claim for the airship and repre- 
sented that it desired a Zeppelin turned over to the 
United States for Army use. While the question is 
still to be decided as to whether a German airship shall 
be allocated to the United States, the Army Air Service 
purchased in Italy the semi-rigid Roma, which is now 
being set up at T.angley Field. The building of the 
Scott Field hangar is taken to indicate that the War 
Department is reasonably certain that it will secure the 
German dirigible and is preparing to accommodate the 
ship, but confirmation of this is not availastie. 

The question of airships and whether the agreement 
of the two departments still holds relative to control of 
dirigibles by the Navy until a standard has been estab- 
lished is bound to cause considerable friction, which is 
already discernible in the comments of officers of the 
aviation arms. On the side of the Navy the view leans 
toward a clear demarcation relative to recognition and 
control, but it can also be said that the Navy is not any 
too keen to have this emphasized for the Navy, because 
of the tremendous cost of the lighter-than-air craft and 
of hangars and equipment. The Navy, however, holds 
to the belief that Paragraph 11 of the policy adopted 
by the Joint Army and Navy Board should be either up- 
held to the letter or abandoned entirely. This para- 
graph reads: ‘11. The development of new types of air- 
eraft, or of weapons to be used from aircraft, so far as 
practicable, shall be assigned to and carried on by one 
Air Service. This restriction shall not prevent the em- 
ployment by either Air Service of any types of aircraft 
or weapons which, efter development, are considered to 
be necessary for the accomplishment ef its functions. 
Questions relating to the development of new types of 
aircraft or weapons to be used from aircraft shall be 
referred to the Aeronautical Board for recommendation 
as to which Air Service shall be charged with develop- 
ment.” Paragraph 12 states: “All information per- 
taining to experimentsin connection with aviation shall 


be exchanged promptly between the Army and Navy Air 
Services.” 

On the matter of the possibility of securing a Ger- 
man airship as “reparation,” it is stated that the Navy 
has not been consulted or informed relative to any air- 
ship enterprise which will require an 810-foot hangar: 
Since Congress is making a football of the Services in 
order to carry out promises of retrenchment, the Navy 
is rather inclined to think it would be well to turn 
over to the Army its extensive airship program and al- 
low that Service to carry forward all the development 
which was agreed upon by the Secretaries of the two 
departments should be the function of the Navy exclu- 
sively. The tremendous cost of the airship development 
simply adds to the sum-total of the apparent cost of 
the Navy to the people, in the view of Navy officers. At 
the office of the Joint Army and Navy Board it was 
confirmed that the board had not amended its policy of 
January, 1920, which is coniained in G.O. No. 517, 
Navy Department, 1920. Cognizance of the situation 
relative to lighter-than-air craft will probably be taken 
by the Joint Board with a view to overcoming the 
causes for friction and establishing co-operation upon a 
firm basis. 
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CUANGES IN _WAR DEPARTMENT CHIEFS EXPECTED. 

The favorable report by the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs on the bill (S. 2333) which amends 
See. 4, act of June 4, 1920, so as to make the provision 
relative to the appointment of chiefs and assistant 
chiefs of the branches: of the War Department “for a 
period of four years, unless sooner relieved by the Presi- 
dent,” noted in our issue of Aug. 6, page 1306, has 
created anticipations of changes in Washington military 
circles. In_the report on the bill, the committee stated 
that without the provision, “unless sooner relieved by 
the President” the law creates a situation which is in- 
consistent and contrary to the best interests of the 
Army, that the power of relieving chiefs and assistants 
must be lodged in the President if he is to be held re- 
sponsible for the success of the Army, and that “no 
officer should be intrenched in a position as against the 
judgment of the commander.” The purpose of empower- 
ing the President to relieve a chief or assistant chief 
prior to expiration of a four-year detail has had an im- 
mediate reaction, for the officers on duty in the War De- 
partment by a process of elimination have come to very 
definite ideas as to changes to occur when the Dill is 
enacted. Coupled with this is the expectation that the 
board of officers who have been making a study of the 
organization of the General Staff, whose report is still 
incomplete and may not be filed until next week, will 
make certain recommendations which will be adopted 
and result in changes when the amendment to Sec. 4c 
shall have been incorporated in the law. Recent as- 
signments to War Department duty of general officers 
of distinguished service in the World War have tended 
to confirm the beliefs of those engaged in estimating 
probabilities that eventually many new faces will be 
met in the various branches shortly after the proposed 
amendment to the law is enacted. 
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STATUS OF PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 

The congestion in the.Army promotion list remains 
unrelieved and neither the War Department nor the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs has shown a sign 
of activity in the current week toward removing the im- 
passe due to refusai tu recommend the confirmation of 
Major Robert Gray Peck, Inf., in the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel. Evidently something has been attempted in 
the direction of having the protests to Major Peck’s pro- 
motion withdrawn at their source, the 35th Division 
Reunion Association, and individual members of the di- 
vision ; but the result is reported to have been to renew 
the protests and it is said that Senator Capper, who 
filed the objections, has been urged by his constituents 
in Kansas to hold to his position. Now that the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of War have returned from their 
outing in New England, it is anticipated that Senator 
Capper’s letter 1equesting that the nomination of Major 
Peck be withdrawn will have an answer from the Presi- 
dent. In the past week two reappointments, one in the 
grade of Jieutenant colonel and the other in the grade of 
major, have absorbed vacancies in those grades. Lieut. 
Col. George S. Simonds, Inf, (No. 405), has been nomi- 
nated for promotion to colonel, and when confirmed will 
be the junior in his grade, in which there are no vacan- 
cies, There are fourteen vacancies in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel, as of Aug. 6, and Major Channing BP. 
Delaplane (No. 1139) is the last major entitled to pro- 
motion. In the grade of major there are 103 vacancies, 
so taht Capt. Kenneth L. Halpine, Inf. (No. 3524), is 
the last captain entitled to promotion. The grade of 
captain has 175 vacancies, which will bring the promo- 
tions of first lieutenants due down to and including 1st 
Lieut. Thomas R. Taber, Ord. (No. 7870). 
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Navy EN istep Force Down To Limit. 7 
The orders of. July 18 issued by the Navy Department 
to all ships,and stations to grant discharges to enlisted 
men three months in advance of expiration, upon re- 
quest, were canceled this week, as it was estimated in 
the Bureau of Navigation that when the applications 
filed have been acted upon the Navy will be down to a 
strength of 100,000 effectives, and that normal separa- 
tions will further reduce the strength. On Aug. 10 the 
estimated strength: of the enlisted force was 106,000, 





showing a falling off of some 4,000 during the week, a 
rate which was all too rapid in the opinion of the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, It fs believed that when 
all reports are in hand relative to discharges under the 
order of July 18 the Navy will show a strength of 
about 94,000 effectives, which, with the authorized 6,000 
apprentice seamen, will make the force 100,000, for 
which Congress appropriated.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING O.R.C. APPROVED. 

The special regulations governing the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps have been approved’ by General Pershing, 
Chief of Staff. These regulations have been under con- 
sideration for several: months and were prepared by a 
special committee of the War Department General Staff — 
composed of an equal number of Regular and Reservé 
officers. The regulations set forth the policies of the 
War Department in the appointment, promotion, assign- 
ment, training and discharge of all Reserve officers. It 
is impossible at this time to furnish all Reserve officers 
with a copy of these regulations, but it is contemplated 
that this issue can be made in the near future without 
application. The distribution will be made by department 
and corps area commanders as soon as they can be printed 
by the Government Printing Office. The War Department 
requests for the present that Reserve officers postpone 
forwarding communications regarding assignment, trans- 
fer or promotion, so far as practicable, until the regula- 
tions are published, as it will be found that most sub- 
jects of inquiry will be completely covered in the regu- 
lations themselves. Articles will be published from time 
to time concerning the important features of the regula- 
tions until the same are published. General Pershing 
considers that the publication of these regulations forms 
one of the most important steps in the development of 
the Army of the United States, especially as they out- 
line the relation of Reserve officers to the units of the 
Organized Reserves which are soon to be formed. These 
regulations have been awaited with much interest by the 
officers of the Reserve Corps and from a study of them 
it leaves no doubt in the minds of those who have read 
them that Reserve officers will feel that theirs is an im- 
portant part in the national defense. 
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“SMARTNESS” DEStmED IN ARMY, 

That smartness of appearance of both ollicers and en- 
listed men of the Army is a distinct indication 
of efficiency and is an essential in attaining moraie is a 
confirmed opinion of the Secretary of War. When & 
command makes every effort to gain perfeetion -in appear- 
ance it is bound to demonstrate its fitness in all other 
essentials of military duty. The Seeretary of War de 
sires that caps, clothing, shoes and Jeggins shall Gt each 
individual neatly, that these articles of the uniform 
shali be kept clean, and that belts, shoes and brasscs be 
well polished at all times. Tho Seeretary is also of the 
opinion that transportation in use in the Army may be 
maintained at a higher standard, that horses can be bef- 
ter groomed, all leather equipment kept polished and 
means of transportation always well painted, clean and 
kept in complete order. In a communication to the Se- 
vice it is pointed out that these conditions apply not 
only to the moments of inspection, but % all times. In- 
structions have been given to the Inspector General’s 
Department that inspectors shall take particuular no- 
tice of these matters and report on the personal appear- 
ance of units, from the commanding officer down. Nat- 
urally, the Inspector General’s Department is always 
expected to make recommendations regarding improve- 
ments in clothing, equipment and everything the Army 
uses. The announcement having gone out that no fur- 
ther changes in the articles of the uniform are to be 
made, it is now expected that every officer and enlisted

“mark” which will usher them into the General Staff 
College at, Washington. It is declared that to make this 
grade an officer-studept must have a care for the thou- 
sandth of per cent. because a 92.762 may open the gate 
at the General Staff College and it. may be closed to the 
officer attaining a 92.753. The criticism is not aimed at 
the General Service Schools, as such, for their usefulness 
and greatness are ized, but it is wholly concerned 
with the danger of setting up the “mark” as a fetish and 
the belief that this daily standing tends to a forcing 
process which has less of substantial benefit to the Ser- 
vice than an efficient, serious day-to-day instruction at 
the conclusion of which the students are graded accord- 
ing to the sum total of their accomplishments during

NAVY BUREAU OF AERONAUTICS. 


The general order establishing the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics of the Navy Department was issued by Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy Roosevelt on Aug. 11. After mak- 
ing the formal statement as to the legal authority for 
establishing the bureau the order states that “the duties 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics shall comprise all that re- 
lates to designing, building, fitting out and repairing 
naval and Marine Corps aireraft, except as hereinafter 
provided.” 

Aeronautics will recommend to each bureau the na- 
ture and priority of experimentai development and pro- 
duction of aeromautic material; when designs for new 
aircraft are to be prepared Aeronautics shall have du- 
ties a respect to the General Board similar to those 

for the Bureau of jon and Repair. 
It fe shall furnish al! aeromautic information called for by 
the Chief of Naval Operations. It shall make recom- 
mendations to the Bureau of Navigation a de- 
tails to Aviation of officers and enlisted personnel, and 
shall make recommendations to Navigation regarding 
acronautic training. 

‘The new bureau will have similar relations with Head- 
quarters, U.S.M.C., regarding personnel and training. 
The Bureaus of Construction and Repair, Engineering, 
Ordnance, Yards and Docks, and Navigation shall, in 
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each case, have cognizance of all work done for Aero 
nautics, but it is also stated that all such work shal! be 
under the cog. ‘vance of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

The Bureau oi Aeronautics shall have cognizance over 
the policy of the upkeep and operation of the following 
naval aeronautic establishments; Naval aircraft fac- 
tories, naval aeronautic experimenta! stations, helinm 
plants, in so far as they come under naval cognizance. 
The necessary steps shall be taken promatiy by the vari- 
ous bureaus and offices of the Navy partment ay 
Marine Corps, affected by the terms of this order, to 
turn over to the Bureau of: Aeronautics, after consulta- 
tion with the chief of that Ourean, the officer, civilian, 
technical, clerical and messenger personnel, together 
with the necessary records, equipment and facilities now 
assigned for aecronautie work under their cognizance.

- VETERANS’ BUREAD. 
The bill (H.R. 6611) creating an independent bureau 


under the President to be known as the Veterans’ Bue . 


reau has been agreed to by both houses of Congress. This 
bureau is to take over all responsibility for the adminis- 
tratien of Government insurance and all compensation 
claims heretofore performed .by the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance; the. hospitalization, medical care, and treat- 
ment by the United States Publie Health Service; and 


the vocational training of incapacitated soldiers by the 
Federat Board for Vocational Education. ‘The bill con- 
solidates and centralizes all of these bureaus im the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau. The principal features of the bill in- 
clude the following : 

Extension of medical care and treatment to al! Ser- 
vice men suffering with disease or injury of service 
origin or aggravation of less than ten per cent.; appli- 
cation for treatment must be made witbin one year from 
the passage of the act. As-:at present, compensation 
shall not be paid to any incapacitated veteran unless the 
disability is at-least ten per cent. 

Under Sec. 16 a small class of naval recruits will be- 
come eligible for compensation; men who were accepted 
for service and died or were injured en route to their 
station or- pest before their enlistment was completed. 

The rights of ex-Serviee .men to war risk insurance 
are increased in three important respects: Sec. 27 pro- 
vides that men suffering with disability of Service origin 
may reinstate their lapsed insurance ‘by payment of all 
back premiums, -providing they are not permanently 
and totally: disabled. This is one of the most generous 
features of the whole bill, and amounts to an admission 
by our Government to ex- -Service men that we are will- 
img to assume the risk in eases where insurance policies 
have lapsed of cases which a private imsurance com- 
pany would reject. The same opportunity to reinstate 
lapsed imsurance policies is‘ extended to beneficiaries 
where it cain be detionstrated ‘that the death of the -ex- 
Service man was due to wounds or disease contracted in 
the Service. Sec. 30 makes all Government imsurance 
policies incontestable after six months from date of re- 
instatement. is‘ provision Corrects the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s ruliig that incontestable eases heretofore passed 
im imsurance were y meaningless in so far as no 
administrative official poe” y declare against the Govern- 
ment’s right of contesting an insurance policy. Sec. 27 
provides that premiums may be waived and insurance 
may not be deemed to lapse im case of persons confined 
in hespitals or these rated permanently and totally dis- 
abled. This will prevent the lapse of any policy when a 
veteran is in the hospital and short of funds. 

There is no change in the law affecting the vocational 
training of disabled Service men. 

Under present law no compensation can be claimed or 
paid unless death or disability occurred prior te or 
within one year after discharge or resiguation from the 
Serviee. ‘Sec. 21 extends the time for filing claims to 
within the period of oné year after passage of this 
amendatory act. Technically, under existing law, all 
tuberculosis and neuropsychiatrie diseases which did not 
emerge and become active within one year after date of 
discharge were debarred from compensation. 

See. 19 amends the present law and vests the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau with authority on its own motion to re- 
view any award of compensation and diminish or in- 
crease the degree of compensation previously granted. 
It also permits the rating and granting of compensation 
from the date the disability began. 

The bill.further extends the benefits of the present 
law by relieving applicants for compensation suffering 
with tubercular and neuropsychiatric diseases develop- 
ing within two years from the necessity of proving that 
said diseases were contracted in the Service. 

The bill provides punishment for fraud in statements 
to secure benefits of hospitalization, compensation and 
insurance, while for breach of discipline by trainees or 
patients in Government institutions penalties may be ir- 
flicted to the extent of withholding three-fourth of three 
months’ compensation. 

U.S. Mrmitary Acabemy Bri Dzreaten. 

Senate Bill 1358, providing for the maintenance of 
the Corps of Cadets at the U.S. Military Academy at 
maximum strength by authorizing the appointment of 
alternates under certain conditions which did not re- 
strict the -—— of any appointing power, was re- 
jected by the House on Aug. 9 by a vote of 138 to 92. 
Chairman Kabn of the Committee on Military Affairs 
explained that while 436 vacancies were to be filled this 
year, only 315 candidates had qualified for admission. 
However, the figures given were for the date when hear-

ARMY NOTES. 
Oficial Army Register, 1£21. 

The official Army Register for 1921 is now nearly all 
in type, but has still to be indexed before the shects can 
be printed. ‘There is hope that the register may be 
ready for issue some time in September. 

Assignment of General Staff Offiecrs. 

‘The Secretary of War directs that the policy hereto- 
fore followed of assigning General Staff officers to par- 
tieular divisions of the staff of departments, corps, corps 


areas, divisions, ete., will be discontiued. The chief of 
staff of such units will be designated from the War De- 
partment, inquiry being made of the commander con- 
cerned if the officer is to be designated is acceptable. 


Other General Staff officers may be shifted by command- 
ers between the several divisions of the General Staff at 


their discretion. 
Chaplain Service School at Camp Knog. 
The War Department has approved the recommenda- 


tion for the establishment of the Chaplain Service School 
at Camp Knox, Ky:, and Chaplain J. L. Hunter, direc- 
tor, and his assistant, Chaplain George B. Ford, have 
gone from Camp Grant, Ill., to the new site to arrange 
for the removal of the school. Chaplain John T. Axton, 
Chief of Chaplains, has recommended that the date of 
the opening of the new class be advanced to Sept. 20 to 
allow sufficient time for removal of the school from 
Camp Grant. The school possesses much equipment, a 
library, pipe organ, recreation rooms, ete. Fourteen 
chaplains will comprise the new class, and the faculty 
is made up of five chaplains. The choice of Camp Knox 
for the school is gratifying to the chaplains, as the cen- 
tral location is favorable in every way and the camp 
will present a field for service because of its varicd ac 
tivities. 
Foreign Service Tours, U.S. Army. 

The Secretary of War has directed that orders be 
issued making the tour of foreign service in Panama and 
the Hawaiian Islands three years instead of two, effec- 
tive from the date of promulgation. This applies to 
both officers and enlisted men. The length of the for- 
eign service tour in the Philippine Islands is now limited 
by the act of March 4, 1915, which provides that no offi- 
cer or enlisted man of the Army shall, except upon his 
own request, be required to serve more than two years 
on each Philippine tour. However, Congress (in H.R. 
8017) is now considering the advisability of repealing 
this proviso of the act of March 4, 1915, in order that 
the tours of foreign service may be placed on a three- 
year basis at the discretion of the President, including 
the Philippine Islands, where it is considered that living 
conditions are now on a parallel with other outlying 
possessions. A careful study of this subject shows that 
an estimated additional saving of $305,561 can be made 
by placing the Army on a three-year, foreign service 
basis for all outlying possessions. In this connection 
the Secretary of War has just approved the application 
of Major Gen. F. J. Kernan, now commanding the Phil- 
ippine Department, for an additional year. General 
Kernan’s regular two-year foreign service tour will be 
completed this autumn. 

Commissioned Separations from Army. 

The separations from the Army in the year from 
July 1, 1920, to June 30, 1921, from all causes, aggre- 
gated 711. There were 299 resignations, 283 retire- 
ments, 60 deaths, 31 honorable discharges, 24 discharges, 
11 dismissals, and 3 dropped. The resignations by 
grades were as follows: Colonels, 2; lieutenant colonels, 
3; majors, 27; captains, 90; first lieutenants, 143; sec- 
ond lieutenants, 34. The retirements were 2 in the grade 
of major general, 3 brigadier generals, 63 colonels, 57 
lieutenant colonels, 89 majors, 47 captains and 22 first 
lieutenants. There has been a gradual decrease in sepa- 
rations, ranging from 145 in July, 1920, to 33 in June, 
1921.. The lowest figure, 27, was recorded in May of 
this year. By branches, the separations were: Infantry, 
223; Philippine Scouts, 26; Cavalry, 91: Field Artil- 
lery, 60; Coast Artillery Corps, 74; Corps of Engineers, 
19; Air Service, 36; Signal Corps, 6; Quartermaster 
Corps, 30; Ordnance Department, 4; Finance Depart- 
ment, 9; Chemical Warfare Service, 4; J.A.G. Depart- 
ment, 6; Medical Administrative Corps, 1; Medical 
Corps, 80; Dental Corps, 16; Veterinary Corps, 11; 
Chaplains, 9. 

Charge Sales and Credit Sales to Army Personnel. 

Pending revision of Army Regulations the War De- 
partment has issued instructions relative jo charge 
sales and credit sales to Army personnel. In brief, sales 
to officers, warrant officers, contract surgeons, members 
of the Army Nurse Corps, Army field clerks and field 
clerks, Q.M. Corps, and enlisted men of the Army for 
amounts approved by the commanding officer paid within 
the calendar month will be regarded as cash sales; dur- 
ing the first ten days of the succeeding month, such pay- 
ments will be taken as receipt for cash sales the pre- 
ceding month; if not then paid the officer making the 
sale will forward an itemized statement to the Chief of 
Finance for the action prescribed by Par. 1308. There- 
after, until evidence is furnished by the delinquent show- 
ing payment of the amount, further sales will not be 
made to him except for cash. Sales may be made on 
credit to officers, enlisted men and to dependent mem- 
bers of their immediate families when temporarily sep- 
arated from them. Such credit sales are collected for 
on pay roll or pay voucher, and must not be confused 
with charge sales authorized which are paid for by the 
individual during the calendar month. Officers will cer- 
tify that the stores are for their own use or for the 
use of dependents. Enlisted men will obtain permits 
from their immediate commanders, approved by the 
C.O., that stores are for their own use or for dependents, 
Permits will not be given to a soldier not in good stand- 
ing nor in excess of two-thirds of pay due him in any 
one month. When the soldier’s family travels by Goy- 


ernment transport, in his requisition for transportation 


he will include a statement that cost of subsistence for 
the family shall be charged against his pay; subsistence 
nray be allowed to exceed two-thirds of pay. If a sol- 
dier disposes of stores purchased under this authority 
further credit shall be denied and disciplinary action 
taken against him. 


Allotment of Rail Transportation Funds. 


Funds for rail transportation of the Army for the 
present fiscal year have been allotted to the various ser- 
vices as follows: Finance Department, $6,362,650; The 
Adjutant General, ; Ordnance Department, 
$234,100; Signal Corps, $106,600; Corps of Engineers, 
$35,100; Surgeon General, $113,000; Air Service, $150,- 
850; Chemical Warfare Service, $5,150; Inspector Gen- 
eral, $550; Quartermaster General, for use of Military 
Intelligence Division, $10,000; Quartermaster General 
for numerous other purposes, $2,055,700. In addition to 
the $20,300 allotted to The Adjutant General, noted 
above, $2,107,500 more is to be set aside for The A.G. 
for the purpose of transporting by rail of troops chang- 
ing stations, together with the property and impedi- 
menta of organizations, baggage of enlisted men, trans- 
portation of draft and pack animals from place of pur- 
chase, ete. Various sums are to be allotted to the corps 
areas and departments for the same purposes as fol- 
lows: Ist, 2d, 3d, 5th and 6th Corps Areas, and the 
three departments, as also the commanding general of 
the A.F. in G., $20,000 each, or a total of $180,000; 
4th and 7th Corps Areas, each $30,000, or a total of 
$60,000; 8th and 9th Corps Areas, each $40,000, or a 
total of $80,000. Corps area and department com- 
manders are directed to advise The Adjutant General of 
the Army of their proposed allocations by quarters of a 
year of the amounts allotted to them for the various pur- 
poses for which they are permitted to make expendi- 
tures on rail transportation. They are held responsible 
for keeping the sums within the allotments, and if the 
amounts prove to be excessive, a report is to be ren- 
dered immediately to The Adjutant General so that the 
excesses can be withdrawn to be held in reserve for 
such purposes as the Secretary. of War may direct. The 
sum of $6,146,800 is being held in reserve for transpor- 
tation of subsistence of the Army, regular supplies, in- 
cidental expenses of the Army, and other purposes for 
which it may be needed. 


Mine Planter Warrant Officer Allowances. 


Clothing money allowances and ration allowances for 
warrant officers of the Army Mine Planter Service are 
under consideration in the War Department. Under 
the Jaw these warrant officers are entitled to such allow- 
ances as the Secretary of War shall direct. Certain al- 
lowances were granted in 1920, but were disapproved in 
a decision. by the Comptroller of the Treasury. Final 
determination will be announced soon in general orders. 


Disrating of Enlisted Specialists. 

All enlisted specialists returning to the United States 
either for duty or discharge will be disrated prior to de- 
parture for the United States, according to War De- 
partment order of Aug. 9. This rescinds Circular No. 
106, W.D., 1921, which provided that enlisted special- 
ists of the first, second and third classes, when re- 
turned from foreign service for duty, were to be ab- 
sorbed in the various corps areas as replacements in the 
several classes. 


COAST AND FIELD ARTILLERY. 
Composition of Coast and Field Artillery. 


In connection with the co-ordinating of the functions 
of the Coast and Field Artillery, mentioned in our issue 
of Aug. 6, page 1297, it is stated that this arrangement 
is the outcome of numerous conferences of the members 
of the War Department General Staff with Major Gen. 
Frank W. Coe, Chief of Coast Artillery, and Major Gen. 
William J. Snow, Chief of Field Artillery. During the 
war there was a tremendous expansion of Field Artil- 
lery, and many of the big guns of the Coast Artillery 
Corps were turned over to the Fieid Artillery. The re- 
spective functions of the two services are defined in an 
act of Congress of 1907, the same act making them 
separate services, Owing to conditions in the World 
War which compelled merging, and the tremendous ex- 
pansion and improvement of heavy artillery, it was con- 
cluded that since peace has been made with Germany 
exact distinctions should again be drawn between the 
respective services using heavy artillery, and War De- 
partment order of Aug. 4 defining the respective ac- 
tivities, and their co-ordination is the result. 


Reduction of C.A.C. Personnel at Forts. 

Owing to the limited personnel of the Coast Artillery 
Corps, it has been found necessary to withdraw prac- 
tically all troops from a large number of fortifications, 
leaving the guns, buildings and equipment in the re- 
spective places merely in the hands of caretakers. In 
all the fortifications on the Columbia river, the entire 
commissioned and non-commissioned personnel will be 
only twenty-eight, the commissioned officers being two 
lieutenants. On the basis of 156,000 enlisted men in the 
Army, including the Philippine Scouts, the total allot- 
ment to the Coast Artillery Corps is 18,110. Aside 
from the fortifications on the Columbia river, compris- 
ing Forts Stevens, Columbia and Canby, the following 
posts are also reduced to the point where, so far as the 
Coast Artillery Corps is concerned, they will be merely 
guarded to sécure protection from theft, damage and to 
prevent deterioration of the guns. All the coast de- 
fenses at Portsmouth, N.H.; New Bedford, Fort Rod- 
man; Southern New York, Forts Wadsworth and Ham- 
ilton; Baltimsre, Forts Howard and Smallwood; Po- 
tomac river, Forts Hunt and Washington; Cape Fear, 
N.C.; Charleston, 8.C., Forts Moultrie and Sumpter; 
Savannah, Ga., Fort Scriven; Tampa, Fla., Forts Dade 
and DeSoto; Mobile, Ala., Forts Morgan and Gaines; 
New Orleans, La., Jackson Barracks (Fort St. Philip 
and Fort Jackson were abandoned three or four months 
ago). Orders affecting these reductions have been is- 
sued and movement is under way to bring about the 
changes in accordance with tables submitted to thé re- 
spective officers charged with the execution of the work. 


Service Test of Motor Carriages. 


Service tests of a battery of four experimental 155- 
mm. general purpose fire gun motor carriages of the 
Christie type are in progress at Camp Jackson, §.C., 
under direction of the Chief _of Coast Artillery, The 
tests are conducted by a board of officers of which Col. 
Andrew Hero, jr., C.A.C., is president. Since the issue 
of these motor carriages by the Ordnance Department 
to the 39th Brigade at Camp Jackson about April 1 last 
they have been subjected to extremely severe operating 
conditions to test ability to keep going under such ad- 








verse conditions and to determine accessibilit 
pair in the field under service conditions. 

is also secking to develop the strategie and taetieal pos- 
sibilities as a part of Army artillery. Tests have been 
made demonstrating ability in crossing systems of 
trenches, wire entanglements, shell. holes, one. ete, 
such as might be encountered in actual battle.

This type of motor carriage 
signed and built by Mr. Walter Christie, of the Front 
Drive Motor Co., in accordance ‘with his patented ideas, 
is a combined wheel and track-laying vehicle. On 
roads it cam operate on rubber tired wheels with a 
maximum speed of fifteen miles an hour. ‘Tracks are 
provided for converting the carriage into a track-laying 
vehicle for maneuvering off the roads. The service test 
has developed defects and weaknesses which the designer 


feels can readily be eliminated and upon the recom- . 


mendation of the Chief of Coast Artillery, one of these 
motor carriages will shortly be overhauled by the manu- 


facturer, after which it will be subjected to further . 


test. 


ARMY UNIFORM AND EQUIPMENT. 
Sam Browne Belt Model Approved. 





Gen. Jobn J. Pershing approved on Aug. 1 the Sam ; 


Browne belt that has been adopted by the War Depart- 
ment. The model belt is now in the Clothing and Equip- 
age Branch of the Supply Service, office of the Quarter- 
master General. Drawings are being made from it for 
submission to the Jefferson Depot, Jeffersonville, Ind., 
in accordance with which 15,000 belts will be made. 
While it is not definitely known when delivery of the 
belts can be made, it is estimated that perhaps two 
months will be required to secure the necessary material 
and complete the order. The cost of the belt, complete, 
will be $7.50, certain deductions being made if some of 
the equipment, such as the slides, etc., are not included. 
As to whether an officer will be required to discard his 
old belt and purchase one of the new design has not 
heen decided. In view of the fact that 15, are to be 
manufactured, issue of an order for the new type of belts 
is expected. The approved belt is equipped with four 
“D” rings (all metal being of brass) for the shoulder 
straps, three rings being secured to the belt and one so 
attached on the right front side that it will slide back 
and forth as desired. Detachable leather sides are pro- 
vided for the pistol, holster, canteen and first aid pouch; 
besides a magazine pocket of leather, double, and a saber 
attachment. Two shoulder straps, crossed, are to be 


worn in field service, and only one over the ht shoul- | 


der when not on duty with troops. The leather parte 
are of dressed russet and all the stitching is done with 
linen thread, which insures lasting quality. 


Clothing Allowance Restored to Army. 

The Chief of Staff has approved, in Fee ae a 
change from the present issue in kind of clothing to a 
clothing money allowance similar to the clothing money 
allowance in effect prior to the war. The details of 
this change are now being worked out. Reasons given 
for the return to this system are that it would be more 
economical for the Government; would promote thrift 
on the part of the enlisted man who would be rewarded 
by a saving on his clothing money allowance on dis- 
charge; the Army would be better dressed and 
more pride in the uniform. It is po to make this 
change effective Oct. 1, 1921. clothing allowance 
applies to the enlisted man, only; officers are required. 
to provide their uniforms and clothing at their own ex- 
pense. 

Army Blue Uniform. 

While the Army blue uniform is type ice by Army 
Regulations, the officers of the Service generally are so 
greatly attached to the blue that the Chief of Staff has 
interested himself in the matter with the purpose of a 
definite announcement. In the War Department, how- 
ever, it is believed that there is no promise of the re- 
sumption of the blue. 

Belts for Army Enlisted Personnel. 

The web-belts which were formerly issued to the en- 
listed personnel of the Army probably will again be au- 
thorized. 
ment is the leather belts, there are not sufficient on hand 
to supply all the enlisted men. There are on hand some 
300,000 web belts and for that reason it is likely this 
pattern will be authorized for issue. 


Wearing Miniatures of Decorations. 

Replicas in miniature of decorations and service med- 
als, including ribbons, on a scale of one-half actual size, 
have been authorized. These are to be worn attached to 
a bar or chain on the left lapel of evening clothes, mili- 
tary or civilian, only. The Medal of Honor is never 
worn in miniature. A miniature oak leaf cluster will be 
worn on the appropriate service ribbon for each cluster 


award. 
Equipment for Mobile Units of Army. 

Sub-paragraph a, Par. 3, Circular No. 152, W.D., 
1920, as amended by Circular No. 52, W.D., 192L 
(Tables of Basic Allowances), has been further amended 
to read as follows: 3. a. The following equipment will 
be kept at the station of each active unit of the Regular 
Army: Equipment A. Tables H, 1II and LY, less ani- 
mals for war strength (war set for field and garrison 
service). Equipment A and B, Table I, and Equip- 
ment B, ‘lables II, III and IV, for peace strength, ex- 
cept that at the station of organized divisions maintained 
at war strength there will be kept a supply of Equip- 
ment A, Table I (war set for field and garrison service) 
including equipment issued to troops, sufficient to equip 
the divisions at war strength. Equipment not neces- 
sary for the proper supply of the strength actually pres- 
ent will be stored at the station of regimental or sep- 
arate battalion headquarters, provided that should stor- 
age facilities not exist at such station for any part of 
this equipment, or other special reasons render sturage 
there undesirable, it will be stored as directed by the 
department or corps area commander. Eguipment A, 
Tables I, I, III and IV, less animals for war strength 
for inactive mobile units of the Regular Army, will be 
held by the different supply branches responsible for its 
storage and issue at the nearest practicable point to its 
active associate organization. The equipment for in- 
active mobile units will be kept complete at all times 
and in condition for immediate issuc, segregated and 
tagged for the unit to which it pertains, and its active 
associate organization will be kept informed of its loca- 
tion. Should an active associate organization respon- 
sible for an inactive unit and the inactive unit change

Continued Tests of Rolling Kitchens. 

' (he War Department General Staff has ordered fur- 
her tests of rolling kitchens for the Service, with a view 
© adopting a design which will afford the greatest com- 
ort and satisfaction possible to the enlisted men who 
bave to work with them. It is expected to submit new 
ud improved designs of both the Tayler and-the Trailer 
Mobile models. which so far have proved the most all- 
round serviceable rolling kitchems of all that have been 
tried, and the Infantry Beard at Camp. Benning will 
give them thorough tests in order to determine if any 
improvements can be made. 

All Types of Bayonets to be Tested. 


The Infantry Board has recommended that a compre- 
hensive test be made of all types of bayonets, including 


foreign design, and the Ordnance Department expects 
to furnish a collection of the different types to the In 
fantry. They will all be given a trial with the idea 


of selecting one type that seems to be the most practical 
for general service. 
Score Book to be Issued to Service. 

The office of the Chief of Infantry has reeommended 
the printing of a score book to be issued to the iIn- 
fantry for recording all data pertaining to target prac- 
tice sefore the World War the keeping of scores of 
individuals was a regular routine, but was abandoned 
during the war. It is believed resumption of the prac- 
tice will prove beneficial to the Army. 

Movement of Active Unit Equipment. 

When an active unit changes station, the entire move- 
ment being within a particular corps area or depart 
ment, the commander of that corps area or department 
will determine the equipment to be moved within the 
organizatiou. In such determination he will be guided 
by the principle that the active organization, on arrival 
at its permanent station, shall have, either by bringing 
with it or tak‘'ng over from an organization made in- 
active or moved elsewhere, or by direct supply, the war 
strength equipment for authorized strength as shown 
by tables 1, 2, 3 and Tables of Basic Allowances. 
When it is a question of whether an organization will 
carry its equipment, other than personal, with it or re- 
ceive it by direct supply, the method involving the least 
expensive haul will be the one adopted. When the move- 
ment involves more than one corps area er department, 











the corps area or department commanders concerned 
will arrange the details of the equipment to be moved, 
on the same guiding principle as above. Corps area and 
department commanders will be governed in all cases 
by considerations of strictest economy te the Govern- 
ment. Active units changing station are authorized to 
take with them preperty owned by the organization and 
essential to the comfort and contentment of the per- 
sonnel, Corps area and department commanders ar 
charged ith prevention of abuse of this privilege. When 
a unit is placed on the “Inactive List” the corps area 
department, or independent commander concerned will 
cause t ynpany fund property, or the proceeds of the 
sale thereof, and the company fund to be disposed of in 
the most equitable manner practicable, as a rule tran 
ferring them with and in preportion to the men trans 
ferred. 
lnfentry Board Recommends Sighting Device. 
Major John G. Winter, Cav.. U.S.A., has invented a 


sighting device to be used in the preliminary training of 
riflemen in triangle exer the Infantry Board 
has recommended its adoption when any extensive rifle 
practice is to take place. Owing to the present lack of 
tinances it will not be issued to “the Service, but the 
training section of the office of Chief of Infantry, iu 
conjunction with the Infantry Board, Camp Benning, is 
preparing a full and complete description of the device 
which will be issued to the Service in bulletin form. It 
is said to be simple and easily made so that any company 
artificer can make it from the description. Major 
Winter, the inventor, has turned over the patent rights 
to the Government and the Chief of Infantry commends 
him for his excellent work in contributing this device 
which through exhaustive tests by the Intantry Board 
has proved a great improvement over the old system.

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ARMY REDUCTION TO 100,000 PROPOSED. 





Senator Borah Begins Another “Economy” Campaign. 


Senator Borah began another attack on the Army and 
Navy on the ground of economy in the Senate on Aug. 5 
by offering a resolution (S.J. Res. 96) proposing to re- 
duee the Army to 100,000 men excluding the Philippine 
stated that if the plan he proposed was 

country would effect a saving of $100,- 
000,060 at once. He also advocated withdrawing the 
troops from the Rhine and stopping construction of 
some of the battleships owing to the bombing exercises 
off the Virginia Capes. 

The Senator said that when the Army was reduced 
from over 200,000 to 150,000 men advocates of the 
larger Army contended that it would require many 
months to reduce the force to the stipulated strength. 
However, Senater Borah added, “the 150,000 limit lias 
already been reached and as a necessity, and by no 
means as a threat, I venture to say that if we main- 
taim the Army at 150,000 men and 14,000 officers and in- 
crease taxes this year we shall have a much smaller 
membership in both bodies of Congress after the next 
election than we now have. There is nothing which is 
now of so much concern to the people of the country as 
to know whether or not they are going to get any relief 
from these ever-increasing expenditures.” 

Senator Borah further said that if Congress says the 
word, there will be uo difficulty in reducing the Army 
to 100,000 men. “We have 14,000 commissioned officers 
in the Army,” he said, “whose pay is about $53,000,000 
annually. Of course, it is perfectly ludicrous to say that 
we need 14,000 commissioned officers for an Army of 
150,000. If we reduce the Army to 100,000 men and 
we can reduce the commissioned officers so as to save 
from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000, here would be a say- 
ing of $100,000,000 or €150,000,000. We have ealled a 
conference for the purpose of limitation of armaments, 
and I ean think of no more encouraging fact prior to 
the convening of that conference than that the United 
States has reduced its Army to 100,000 men.

Navy, and I think since the experiment off the Virginia 
coast we are expending at least $240,000400 of it in a 
vay that w never add any security to the people of 
the United States at all. The bombing test demonstrated 
hat the bi ship is practically obsolete.

building will be obsolete within the next two or tliree 
years at most. We are building sixteen battleships cost 


ing from $40,000,000 to $42:000,000 a piece and in less 
than twenty minutes General Mitchell sunk that which 
von Tirpitz said was an unsinkable shi Yet the air- 
plane service is just beginning. 

“There are six of these battleships upon which very 
littke work has been done. Would it not be wise to 
abandon and clean up the contracts? If it costs us 
$10,000,000 to clean up the contracts we will have saved 
$230,0000,000, Senator McKellar spoke of the fact that 
England had ordered four superdreadnoughts. That is 
anpether reason why we should stop. If the naval ex- 
perts are correct, the battleships which we are now 
building will not be able to contend with the extraor- 
dinary ships which England is building; they will be in 
a measure obsolete as against these ships.” 





Real Figures of Army Personnel. 

During his discussion of present strength of Army 
commissioned personnel Senator Borah also said: ‘he 
14,000 commissioned officers were provided upon the 
theory of maintaining an Army of from 280,000 to 
300,000 men. In fact, I was advised by an officer of 
the Army lately that we had a sufficient Army organiza- 
tion, in the way of officers, for an Army of 400,000, if 
not for an Army of 450,000 men.” 

As of July 30 the aggregate strength of the ecommis- 


sioned personnel of the Army was 12,866. Senator 
Borah finds it “ludicrous” that 14,000 officers are needed 
for an Army of 150,000, and believes the authorized 


strength was based on an enlisted personnel of 280,000, 
which is far from fact. Of the 12,866 commissioned 
officers, 10,960 are credited to the line and of these less 
than fifty per cent. are on duty with Regular -Army 
units. Approximately 2,100 are on duty with overseas 
garrisons. There are nearly 1,500 Regular Army offi 
cers required for the organization of the Organized Re- 
serves alone, 168 of whom hare already been detailed to 
this duty. Approximately 400 officers are on duty with 
National Guard units in the various states. About 700 
officers are on duty with Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units at educational institutions. fetween 2,000 and 
3,000 Regular Army officers are attached to the faculty 


or in the student body of schools. including Service 
schools, civilian institutions and forcign schools. 
Therefore, approximately 7,500 officers of the Regular 
Army out of the 10.960—the latt: e being minus 
the officers of the Medical Depart the chaplains 


and professors at the U.S. Military Academy—are de- 
nection with the Regular Army combatant units. 
Cutting the commissioned personnel in half would 
wholly eliminate the new officers who were commis- 
sioned during the last year, and would ieave less than 
3,000 officers for all Army duty outside the require- 
ments for the mandatory organization duty laid down 
by law in Sec. 3 of the act of June 4, 1920.

The et 
listed force ebbs and flows in varying strength by indis 
vidual enlistments for varying periods. The ratio of 
enlisted men to officers at ali times is dependable upon 
the enlisted men that happen to be brought in at the 
time being, set off against the existing number of per- ~ 
manent officers. But there is no true military ratio to 
be reckoned upon such figures between them and 
officers, except those that are attached for distinct ta 

cal purposes to distinct tactical units. . . . If we 
had had more trained Regular otlicers of experience and 
maturity to sprinkle out over our millions of citizen sol 
diers the levies that we raised in 1917,

Special 
instruction was given all mechanics at the Sunbeam 
Motor Works, Wolverhampten. on the Sunbeam Cossack 
12-cylinder, 350-H..P. motors with which the ZR-2 is 
equipped. All officers and men have spent a great deal 
of time at the Royal Airship Works, Cardington, where 
the ZR-2 was built. Lieutenant Pennoyer spent six 
weeks at Calshot, Hampshire. at the school of Naval 
Co-operation and Aerial Navigation. The training of 
the American personnel has been very thorough. They 
have not only been taught how to operate a rigid air- 


ship, but in addition they have been instructed thor- 
oughly in airship construction. Their instruction in- 
cluded study of the German Zeppelins L-64 and L-71 


at Pulham. Many of the crew have witnessed experi- 
mental flights made by R-33 and R-36 at Pulham. A 
great deal of interest has been taken in athletic sports. 
A game of baseball was played on July 5, 1920, with a 





team from the U.S.S. Pittsburgh and two games of foot- 
ball with teams from the same ship, last fall. On Aug. 
14, 1920, the R.A.F. sports day was held. The Ameri- 
cans were invited to take part and made a very good 
showing. 

The ZR-2, which it was expected might sail ym 
Howden, England, about Aug. 15, will not leave until 
much later, says a message from London to the New 


York Herald. Comdr. Louis H. Maxfield, U.S.N., is re- 
ported as wishing to leave as after- Aug. 25 as 
the weather will permit, but the builders of the ship are 
said to believe that it will be nearer Sept. 25 before she 
is ready for the voyage. They say they would prefer 
taking chances of worse weather conditions, which may 
be expected later in the fall, than to attempt the flight 
in better weather in a ship which has not fully proved 
herself. So far the ZR-2 has had only three test flights, 
none of which proved satisfactory. She has never been 
driven under full power, according to the dispatch.

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES IN GERMANY. 

The success of the A.F. in G. team, consisting of 
Major John W. Downer, Capts. C. G. Hutchinson and 
Henry T. Allen, jr., and Lieut. Mark A. Devine, jr., at 
the horse show held at Mayence under the auspices of 
the French army on the Rhine on June 25 and 26, is 
recorded by the Amaroc News. The team captured sey- 
enteen prizes and twenty-six ribbons, a record regarded 
as remarkable in view of the fact that the officers had 
to choose from as entries only horses belonging to two 
troops of Cavalry and one battalion of Field Artillery, 
no horse entered having cost more than $180. The 


French, on the contrary, selected their entries from the 
larger part of the French army, having entries from 
Paris, Metz and the French army on the Rhine, some of 
the animals being valued at thousands of dollars each. 
In the Prix de Cotim event, in which there were 
ninety-one entries, Captain Hutchinson's “Fairbanks” 
won cighth place, his “Joffre” thirteenth; Lieutenant 
Devine’s “Irish Lad” nineteenth; Captain Allen’s “Don” 
nineteenth and his “Blackboy” twenty-sixth place. In 
the Prix de Castel contest, in which sixty-eight horses 
were entered, Lieutenant Devine’s “Irish Lad” was sec- 
ond, Captain Allen’s “Don” sixth, Captain Hutchin- 
son's “Fairbanks” tenth, and Captain Allen’s “Black- 
boy” nineteenth. The American officers’ entries also 
made a very good showing in the Prix gle L’Ile des 
Sports event, for hunters, when Captain Allen with 
“Don” won eighth place, and eleventh place with 
“Blackboy”; Captain Hutchinson’s “Fairbanks” thir- 
teenth; Major owner's “Dick” twenty-second; and 
Captain Hutchinson's “Joffre” taking twenty-first place ; 
sixty-seven horses haying been entered. In the Cham- 
pionat de Puissance class Lieutenant Deviné took sev- 
enth place with “Irish Lad” and Captain Allen ninth, 
on “Blackboy,” the entries numbering forty-seven. Major 
Downer, with “Dick,” captured third place, among thirty 
contestants, in the Prix de Consolations. In the non- 
commissioned officers’ jumping contest, in which fifty- 
two French, British aud Belgian horses were entered as 
against the two entries of the A.F’. in G., Sergeant Gaff- 
ney un “Midnight” carried off the first prize while Ser- 
geant Li:kesewki, on “Sam Browne,” took seventh place. 
The last event, the Prix du President de la Republique, 
wus won by the French team, the British and Belgian 
teums having withdrawn, leaving the Americans and 
Frenchmen to fight for the trophy. It was only after 
a hard fight that the Americans took second place. 
The design for a regimental coat-of-arms, submitted 
bs a board of officers of the 50th Infantry, has received 
the approval of the commanding officer, Col. Harry FE. 
Knight, and has been forwarded to the War Department 
for its approval. The design, which was largely sug- 
gested by Col. Robert E. Wyllie, Gen. Staff, office of the 
Chief of Staff, War Dept., consists of a silver shield 
bearing a broad, wavy blue stripe running down the 
middle, from top to bottom, on the central portion of 
which appears a dolphin, is silver. Described in heraldic 
terms. the shield is “argent, upon a wavy, pale azure, a 
dolphic. hauriant of the first.” The crest consists of 
the numerals “502” in bloc form, also of silver. The 
motto is “Play the Game” ‘The blue stripe represents 
the Rhine, the silver 2eRj@de is emblematic of the ancient

of-_the 50th Infantry at Syracuse, N.Y., on June 1, 1917.

eralization of the 12th New York Infantry, Col, 
Burr, is accomplished,

Under authority from the War De 
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partment The Adjutant General of New York has designated 
the regiment as the 212th Anti-Aircraft. Artillery, Coast Art. 
Corps. It is stated to be the first and only Anti-Aircraft Regi- 
ment in the United States, and will be equipped with 75-mm. 
anti-aircraft guns and heavy machine guns, motor drawn. In 
the process of the Federalization the regiment broke all rec- 
ords, as ij was able to muster into the Service in one night 
eight units, a great compliment to Colonel Burr and his officers 
and men, who have labored long and earnestly to accomplish 
the result, and amid great handicaps. 

The old 12th has made good in every war and campaign it 
took part in with the forces of the United States and in riots 
and disorders in the state. In the Civil War it was the first 
regiment to cross the long bridge into Virginia, under Col. 
Daniel Butterfield (later major general), May 24, 1861. The 
first field officers on the roster of the 12th was Col. Henry 
G. Stebbins, Lieut. Col. John Jacob Astor and Major James 
Barlow. It furnished more officers of high rank to the Army 
of the United States in the Civil War than any other National 
Guard organization. Among these officers were Major Gens. 
Daniel Butterfield, Daniel E. Sickles, Francis C. Barlow and 
Malvern-Hill Barnum, Brig. Gens. Thomas W. Sweeny, Wil- 
liam G. Ward, Livingston Satterlee, Frederick T. Locke, 
Charles A. Carleton, Paul Oliver and others. Many other dis- 
tinguished officers graduated from the 12th, and in the war 
with Spain it served longer in the Volunteer service than any 
other National Guard regiment. 

The 12th was among the first organizations to take up rifle 
practice at Creedmoor when the range was first opened in 
1873, and its team was among the winners of the famous 
Army and Navy Journal cup, while some of its members have 
been among the most noted riflemen of the world. Two of the 
six Americans who shot the first International Match at Creed- 
moor in 1874 with the Irish riflemen were officers of the 12th, 
viz., Lieut.

The organization is 
very proud of the fact that it has been retained in the service, 
and will use every effort to make good in the future as it has 
in the past. 

During the World War the 12th was broken up et Spartan- 
burg, 8.C., Oct. 1, 1917, and its officers and_ men were mostly 
used to fil up the 105th, 106th, 107th and 108th Infantry, 
52d Field Artillery Brigade, 104th Field Artillery, 102d Trains * 
Headquarters. Military Police, Division Ammunition Train and 


102d Supply Train. The remnant left of the 12th was used 
as a foundation to organize the 52d Pioneer Infantry, which 
served with the A.E.F. Thus the officers and men of the old 
12th helped to gain glory overseas with the other organizations 
they were transferred to. 

The regiment will leave its armory in New York city on 
Sunday, Aug. 14, at 6 a.m., for twe weeks’ tour of duty at 
Montauk Point, Long Island.

J. D. E. AND W. U. L.—Of the 2d Cavalry troops that 
went to Cuba in 1899, Headquarters and A, B, OC and D ar- 
rived back in U.S. April 28, 1902; I, K, L and M, back home 
A 9, 1902; E, F, G@ and H had returned to U.S. Jan. 22, 

C. L.—A decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury under 
date of March 2, 1921, reads: *‘The right given to count the 
service, during the existing emergency, from the active list in 
National Guard organizations, under the acts of June 3, 1916, 
39 Stat., 211, and the act of July 9, 1918, 40 Stat., 875, 
terminates on discharge from the Service on and after July 
9, 1918. A re-entry into the Service after July 9, 1918, does 
not restore the right. 27 Comp. Dec. Thereafter only ser- 
vice on the active list of the U.S. Army, which includes the 
National Guard while in Federal service, can be counted for 
longevity. 27 Comp. Dec. 290.’’ 

H. G. D. asks: Can an officer of the U.S. Army retire after 
thirty years’ service on his own application? Answer: In the 
discretion of the President. See sec. 1243, Revised Statutes, 
or par. 962, Military Laws of the United States (1915). 

H, 8.—The pay of warrant officer with eleven years’ service 
is $1,320 plus twenty per cent. To this add the monthly al- 
lowances of a second lieutenant, which are $24 for quarters 
and from $9.65 to $16.80 for heat and light, according to time 
of year and zone in which serving. 


E. J. C.—Full dress was restc:«:' to the Navy by G.O. 44, 
April 25, 1921. Heat, light and quarters allowances for offi- 
cers’ dependents continue until June 30, 1922. Present tem- 
porary increase of pay carries until June 30, 1922. A board 
is to report in January with recommendations for new per- 
manent rates of Service pay. 


8S. P.—The company commander is right as to percentage of 
discharges allowed under the reduction order. Whether cer- 
tain modifications of the order will eventually operate to dis- 
charge you, we cannot say. As to the Infantry regiment men- 
tioned in your letter, this organization is at Camp Benning 
and is scheduled to remain there. 


A. L. asks: I enlisted on June 3, 1920, for a period of 
three years. Although sworn in on June 3 I did not receive 
my initial allowance of clothing until the 4th nor did I do any 
military duties whatsoever until the 4th. Would it be possible 
for me to receive the $90 enlistment allowance or do I miss it? 
Answer: You miss it. The law says ‘‘Hereafter’’ and the law 
is dated June 4, 1920. 


; O. C.—Apply through channel for Circular 126. Reductions 
in grade of non-coms. are necessitated by the drastic reduc- 
tion ordered by Congress in enlisted personnel numbers. See 
article on page 1048, our issue of May 28. 


P. D.—The regulations do not set a period which a non- 
— must serve in his grade in order to be retired in that 
grade. 


F. M. asks: I am a warrant officer, over forty-five years old. 
Should I be retired for physical disability would I get only 
four per cent. of my present pay, or would I get three-fourths 
of my present pay? This disability occurred in line of duty 
before the war. Answer: As we have previously stated, war- 
rant officers are not affected by the ‘‘forty-five years-four 
per cent.’’ retirement provision. This concerns only the com- 
missioned officers appointed under the provisions of sec. 24. 
You would retire on three-fourths pay. 


M. 8. H.—For longevity pay you count all your ‘‘active 
duty perform:d while under appointment from the United 
States Government, whether in the Regular, provisional or 
temporary forces, to same extent as service under a Regular 
Army commission.’’ Same credits for relative rank. For this 
latter ‘‘where dates of rank are the same, precedence shall be 
determined by length of active commissioned service in the 
Army.’’ For full particulars see the sixth and eighth para- 
graphs of section 127a, National Defense act, as amended 
June 4, 1920. If the officer to whom you refer had greater 
length of service he will rank you on the precedence list, 
although he may be below you on the promotion list, formed 
under section 24a of the bill referred to. 

M. 8. M. asks: I re-enlisted Sept. 15, 1913; furloughed to 
Reserve March 4, 1920; discharged June 4, 1920; entire ser- 
vice in Infantry. Qualified as expert rifleman May 15, 1916; 
requalified as E.R. June, 1917; drew pay as E.R. until June, 
1918, and did not begin to draw marksmanship pay until 
qualified as 8.S. September, 1919. Under Changes 43, A.R., 
1916, am I entitled to E.R. pay from June, 1918, until Sep- 
tember, 1919? Answer: No; you fired for qualification after 
Changes 43, A.R., 1916, was issued, and came under the one- 
year rule, as laid down in A.R. 1345, as amended. 

RETIRED TECHNICAL SERGEANT asks: (1) Is a tech- 
nical sergeant who served as commissioned officer during the 
war and who retired March 20, 1921, having then completed 
thirty years, entitled to the pay of a retired warrant officer? 
(2) If not, is there now a bill pending giving retired non- 
coms. who served as commissioned officers during the World 
War and who completed thirty years and retired after June 
30, 1920, pay of retired warrant officer? Answer: (1) March 
8, 1921, is the date limit for retirement with warrant officer 
pay for enlisted meh of service noted. The ‘‘emergency’’ 
coguaiaaten March 3, 1921, by joint resolution of that date. 
(2) No. 

N. O.—The question regarding transfer to ©.A.C. and as- 
signment to electrical engineering course should be submitted 
through the channei 

GNOSTP.—How soon or to what extent it will be necessary 
to reopen recruiting offices after the Army is reduced to 
150,000, it is not possible to say. There has been no hint 
from headquarters that recruiting may be resumed in October. 

F. E. H.—The minimum age for U.S. commission in the 
World War, except in case of premature graduations from the 
U.S.M.A., was twenty-one years. 

H. M. W.—Printers are among those to whom specialist 
ratings may be given, within the authorized allotments. 

G. L. S. asks: When an officer has been in the Service more 
than thirty years, that is as an enlisted man, officer of Phil- 
ippine Scouts and Infantry, Regular Army, can he be retired 
at his own request by the proper authority, that is, in the 
discretion of the President? Answer: In the discretion of the 
President. See Sec. 1248, Revised Statutes. 

T. S. B—No. 7901 is not due for promotion with the re- 
moval of the Peck block, but you would not be far from it, as 
No. 7871 is due for promotion. b 

R. G. S. asks: Re-enlisted.at Vera Cruz, Mexico, May, 1914; 
discharged at Camp Sherman, Ohio, January, 1920; received 
travel pay to Galveston, Texas. Was I entitled to travel pay 
to Galveston or to Vera Cruz? Answer: To Galveston. 

H. L. F.—See answer to W. E. 

W. E. asks: Can a first sergeant who was reduced without 
prejudice be again promoted to said grade as soon as vacancy 
occurs while W.D. Cir. 87, dated March 29, 1921 (prohibiting 
promotions of non-commissioned officers) is still in effect? 





This case applies to a first sergeant who stepped down to’ 


allow another sergeant in the company to retire in the grade 
of first sergeant, and whose retirement is held up until _the 
former first sergeant can again be regraded. Attention invited 
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to Cir. 132, W.D., 1921. Answer: No promotions authorized 
and will not be until Cir. 87 is rescinded. The reason promo- 
tions stopped under No. 87 is to care for a large number of 
surplus non-coms. due to rendering ‘‘inactive’’ of numerous 
regiments and reduction of allotments of various staff corps. 


RESERVE OFFICER asks: Other than the U.S. with super- 
imposed R, what insignia—arm of service—does a military 
Intelligence Reserve Corps officer wear? Answer: Cut-out 
coat-of-arms of U.S., %-inch diameter, surrounded by ring 
having outside diameter %-inch. 

NOMAL.—tThere is no bill up to change the promotion law 
for the benefit of the half-dozen or more officers who through 
error of computation had been placed too far down to reach 
captain with date of July 1. These were later placed at the 
proper position as to number on the promotion list, but carry- 
ing a later commission date than those officers directly below 
them, because all vacancies due July 1 had been filled. These 
officers will be promoted in accordance with their higher posi- 
tion on the list as soon as vacancies occur. Their onl? loss 
wilt be what they have already sustained, the difference in pay 
between July 1, 1920, and the date they carry on their com- 
missions. The promotion list does not determine your prece- 
dence in command, For this see sec. 127a (pars. 6 and 8), 
Army Reorganization act). When all errors of computation 
have been corrected, and all officers have been correctly 
placed, it may be that the War Department will propose a bill 
to pay the back pay differences to the officers concerned. 
could not be done without action of Congress. 

F. S. M.—Thomas K. Petty is a captain of Cavalry (No. 
5010 on promotion list); Harry A. Fudge is first lieutenant of 
Cavalry (No. 9087), and J. H. Stevenson is first lieutenant 
of Engineers (No. 8935). 

W. 8S. F.—To obtain the figures as to number of men serv- 
ing, during the war, in the Home Guards and similar local 
organizations, you would have, to apply to the adjutants gen- 
eral of the various states. These organizations were not 
under Federa! control; therefore combined statistics are not 
available. The British data asked for is not at hand. 

F. M. K.—The only provisions for payment of sation 
for injuries in the Service now are found in the War Risk 
Insurance laws. The Army itself has no authority to pay for 
accidents to its personuel. the War Risk laws, or write 
to the War Risk Bureau, Washington, D.C.
